Police ‘degraded me over mv skin colour’

A FORMER diversity 
advisor to Kent Police who 
says he was stopped and 
strip searched just because 
he is black has spoken out 
about his ordeal. 

Alioune Haynes was so furious 
with his treatment at the hands of 
police officers that he moved from 
Gillingham to Canada. 

Now the Kent constabulary has 
been forced to make a apology for 
the way he was stopped, arrested, 
handcuffed, and strip-searched 
outside a nightclub. 

My Haynes, 31, was also handed 
£8,500 in compensation in an out-of- 
court settlement for the incident in 
2006. And a senior officer has 
admitted in a letter the treatment 
was “unjustified”.

Ironically, just a month before the 
arrest, Mr Haynes had given one of 
several diversity talks to Kent officers 
about the way some of them were 
dealing with black people. 

And an off-duty black police offi¬ 
cer, who was a friend of Mr Haynes, 
was also strip searched after visit¬ 
ing the nightclub on March 25. 

The officer filed an official report 
about the incident and two officers 
were due to appear before a discipli¬ 
nary panel in June, 2008, but that 
was halted for legal reasons. 

From his home in Canada, Mr 
Haynes told Kent on Sunday: “To 
constantly be stopped and searched, 
accused of stealing your own car, 
watching and hearing about it hap¬ 
pening to friends, family and mem¬ 


bers of the community over a period 
of years is a horrible thing. 

“To try to get into dialogue with 
the perpetrators, to try to make a 
difference, and to, on the one hand 
be congratulated by the same peo¬ 
ple, and on the other walk back out 
into the street and to be seen as that 
black bastard’ or whatever else they 
choose to refer to you as or treat you 
like, is hard. 

“To watch a black police officer 
humiliated in public through no fault 
of his own, is a difficult thing to deal 
with. To find out what later happened 
to him behind closed doors is worse. 

“To actually be strip searched 
without a cause other than knowing 
and standing up for your rights, and 
the colour of your skin, is a degrad¬ 
ing experience. 

“Especially when you know that

More first choice 
placements this 
year as pupils 
await class news

THOUSANDS of primary school 
children will learn their fate 
tomorrow as secondary school 
placements are announced. 

Official figures will be released by Kent 
County Council showing how many of the 
17,500 youngsters will be offered their first 
choice of school. 

Last year, 78.5 per cent received first pref¬ 
erence placements, with 11.5 per cent being 
offered their second. 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren, families and education, said this year’s 
figures were even higher. 

“We have a very positive set of figures this 
year,” she said. “First preference placements 
have risen by 10 per cent since 2008.” 

But Cllr Hohler admitted that not every¬ 
one would be happy with their offers. 

“In a perfect world every child would go to 
their first choice, but there are so many pop¬ 
ular schools this is just not possible,” she 
said. “A few parents will be bitterly disap¬ 
pointed, but I urge them to look at the school 
that has been offered, put their name on the 
waiting list for the school they want and look 
into appealing. 

“I urge them not to lose faith. They will 
have the support of their county councillors.” 

Cllr Hohler also stressed children would 
not be offered placements far away from 
their homes after problems with last year’s 
admissions process. 

“We had children travelling from north and 
west Kent to Folkestone, but this will not be 
happening this year,” she said. 

“We have decided not to offer places long 
distances from the child’s home. 

“Instead, if a child has passed the Kent 
Test, but has not been offered a place in a 
grammar school close by, we will have chosen 
another appropriate school near them. 

‘We will also let them know of other gram¬ 
mar schools which have places and will 
encourage them to get on the waiting list for 
their preferred school.” 

Cllr Hohler said due to the popularity of 


260 County 
Hall jobs go 
in effort to 
save £8m 


ABOUT 260 jobs are to be axed in the 
department for children, families and edu¬ 
cation at County Hall in Maidstone. 

The job losses form part of a restructur¬ 
ing programme to try to save £8 million, 
while at the same time making the depart¬ 
ment more efficient. 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, cabinet member for 
children, families and education, said 
many the positions were already vacant 
and would not be filled. She also said 
frontline services would not be affected. 

“This will make services a lot more 
focused,” she said. “We had to take a 
long look at the structure to make sure 
jobs are fit for purpose. 

“We need to work effectively and with 
the right resources. I think this is a posi¬ 
tive move in difficult times.” 

Cllr Hohler said there would be a three- 
month consultation period before any 
final decisions were made. 

Hundreds more jobs are expected to be 
lost at KCC over the next three years as 
the authority struggles with a £200m 
funding shortfall. 

schools in Kent, the admissions process was 
always difficult, with about 1,000 extra non¬ 
county children trying to get placements this 
year. 

In 2009, of the 1,554 out-of-county appli¬ 
cants, 521 were given placements. Around 20 
fewer are expected to have been offered 
places in 2010.

there are so many things going on in the 
Medway area. The [Gillingham’] 
Brompton housing estate is probably still 
referred to as ‘Brown Town’ - a haven for 
drugs, class A to be precise. The railway 
stations, where addicts hang out regular¬ 
ly plying their trade and getting high. 

“What about the ladies of the night who 
parade up and down Chatham’s New 
Road? Many of whom are addicts, whose 
pimps move up and down the road in 
flashy vehicles unchecked by the police. 

“And the sometimes underage prosti¬ 
tutes outside Rochester station? These 
are just a few things that blight the area. 

“When you know all of this, and yet are 
so regularly harassed, how can you deal 
with it? How can you justify it to yourself 
or others? Kent Police did all they could to 
try to get this ‘situation’ to go away. 

“Further insult to injury, the black chief 
constable [Michael Fuller], who doesn’t 
acknowledge what was going on under 
his nose, in fairness before he got there, 
but inexcusable on his watch. 

“But in the end, in the face of unflinch¬ 
ing determination, even they could not 
hold out forever. I hope they learn.” 

He added: “In some ways Kent Police 
tried to push it to the side, but the fact 
they have had to come out and do this 
obviously shows that they do accept some 
type of responsibility for what’s gone on. 

Difference 

“I hope the force as a whole looks for¬ 
ward to actually making a difference in 
the way that they behaviour towards peo¬ 
ple from ethnic minority backgrounds.” 

Mr Haynes said he has not found 
Canadian police to be so biased. 

The 31-year-old added: “The police out 
here don’t seem to have the same issues. 
There are stories, but there are also laws 
that have to be obeyed. The police can be 
sued and I think that helps why they 
don’t overdo it. I’ve never been stopped by 
a cop out here.” 

In his letter to Mr Haynes, Kent Police 
Assistant Chief Constable Allyn Thomas 
said: “We sincerely regret the physical 
and emotional injury caused to you dur¬ 
ing the arrest and subsequent strip 
search on March 25, 2006, and acknowl¬ 
edge that our actions were unjustified. 

“Please accept our sincerest apologies in 
relation to these events and we trust that 
you can now put the matter behind you.” 

A spokesman for Kent Police said: “We 
have investigated the claims made by Mr 
Haynes and accepted that in some areas 
the treatment he received was not appro¬ 
priate. We are always keen to improve the 
service we provide and Mr Haynes has 
taken part in training sessions for our 
officers to make them better prepared. 

“We will continue to work with all com¬ 
munities to help provide advice and train¬ 
ing for staff around the issues he has 
raised.”

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Legionnaires’ 
victim failed 
by doctors, 
says widow 

A WIDOW who was awarded £70,000 dam¬ 
ages for the death of her husband from 
legionnaires’ disease said doctors failed to 
take his condition seriously. 

Retired milkman Robert Heath, 77, died 
after contracting the disease onboard 
Fred.Olsen’s MS Black Watch while on a 
cruise to Lapland and St Petersburg in 
July, 2007. 

An inquest found the cruise company had 
exposed Mr Heath to legionnaires’ bacteria 
and the two doctors he saw in his hometown 
of Swanley failed to prescribe adequate 
medication, respond to his worsening condi¬ 
tion, or arrange for his hospital admission. 

His wife Audrey said: “Robert might still 
be with us had doctors paid more care and 
attention. My husband was reasonably fit 
and healthy before we went away and we 
used to enjoy regular holidays and a social 
life together. 

Outbreak 

“To see him deteriorate so quickly after he 
fell ill was very traumatic.” 

The couple had returned to Swanley after 
their cruise was cut short on July 30, 2007, 
following an outbreak of legionnaires’ dis¬ 
ease on the ship. 

The following day Mr Heath began to feel 
unwell and on August 1 visited his GP at 
The Oaks Partnership in Swanley, explain¬ 
ing the outbreak on the cruise. 

He was given antibiotics by Dr Ethan 
Harris-Faulkner and sent home. 

Despite his deteriorating condition and a 
visit to the surgery by his daughter seeking 
help, he was told to continue taking antibi¬ 
otics for 24 hours and wait for signs of 
improvement. 

After taking a turn for the worse the fol¬ 
lowing day, Mr Heath’s daughter called the 
surgery and spoke to Dr Elizabeth Lunt, 
but no further advice was given. 

Mr Heath died the next day on August 3. 

Solicitor Kimberley Owen, representing 
Mrs Heath, said no amount of money could 
make up for what happened. “Mr Heath 
could be alive today if a different course of 
action had been taken,” she said. 

“While the £70,000 damages will not 
bring Mrs Heath’s husband back, it will 
make it easier for her to cope. 

Apology 

“It is an appropriate settlement from the 
three parties in this case who failed to care 
for her husband sufficiently.” 

Mrs Heath admitted to being upset that 
Dr Lunt had not issued an apology along 
with the other two parties. 

“Even after his death, Dr Lunt has not 
shown any regret,” she said. 

Dr Lunt issued a statement to Kent on 
Sunday saying she deeply regretted the 
events leading up to the death. 

“I would like to express my sincere condo¬ 
lences to his family,” she said. 

“Throughout my years as a GP, I have 
always endeavoured to provide the best 
standard of care to my patients and will 
continue to do so.” 

Dr Harris-Faulkner also issued a state¬ 
ment, but was unable to comment further 
on the case due to patient confidentiality. 

He said: “I am sorry about the tragic 
death of Mr Heath and I have already writ¬ 
ten to pass on my sympathies to his family.” 

A statement by Fred. Olsen Cruise Lines 
cited the verdict by the coroner that “had Mr 
Heath received hospital care, on the balance 
of probabilities he would have survived”. 

The company added: “We take this 
opportunity to point out that Fred.Olsen 
paid only a minority of the claim, and set¬ 
tlement was contributed to by all three 
defendants.” 


A scooter ride along 
rock’s memory Lane 
towards Dreamland 


A UNIQUE piece of rock and roll 
history is coming to Kent in the 
run up to the re-opening of one of 
the county’s best-loved attractions, 

writes Chris Murphy. 

Dreamland amusement park in Margate is 
holding a day of events based around a show¬ 
ing of the 1979 scooter movie Quadrophenia. 

The Who’s film about mod Jimmy Cooper, 
played by Phil Daniels, will be shown at the 
Carlton in Westgate. It is sure to revive mem¬ 
ories of 1960s Margate, when the seaside town 
was the scene of notorious battles between 
mods and rockers. 

Parked outside the cinema all day will be the 
famous Ronnie Lane mobile recording studio. 

The stylish Airstream mobile has been used 
by a host of bands, and in 1974 The Who used 
it to record the Quadrophenia album. The 
LMS, or Lane Mobile Studio, was founded in 
1972, when Ronnie Lane, bass player and 
songwriter with The Small Faces and The 
Faces, imported a 1968 
Airstream from the USA. 

The catalogue of classic 
recordings created inside LMS 
is one of the greatest in rock 
history. Stars who used the stu¬ 
dio include Led Zeppelin, Eric 
Clapton, the Rolling Stones, 

Mott The Hoople, Bob Marley, 

Marc Bolan, David Bowie, Van 
Morrison, Stevie Wonder, John 
Lee Hooker and Jeff Beck. 

The studio also featured on 
the cover of Lane’s One For The Road LP. 

Jan Leandro, Dreamland’s audience 
development officer said: “This is the first 
public event in the lead up to the opening 
of the Dreamland Heritage Amusement 
Park in 2012. At the heart of the project is 
the celebration of post-war youth street 
culture and the recognition of its impor¬ 
tance in shaping the history and cultural 
identity of Dreamland and Margate.” 

Aftr seven years of campaigning, the 
Dreamland Trust was awarded £3.7 mil¬ 
lion in November by the Department for 
Culture, Media and Sport. It was part of 
the Government’s Sea Change scheme to 
invigorate seaside towns. The plan for 
Dreamland will include rebuilding the fire- 
damaged Scenic Railway, plus the installa¬ 
tion of historic rides rescued from closed 
theme parks.

They will 
be discussing the mod movement 
and its impact on youth culture at the end of 
the 1pm film showing on Saturday, April 3. 


Expert’s alarm 
at suicide law 

NEW guidelines on assisted suicide could 
come up against problems in finding evi¬ 
dence to justify not prosecuting, according 
to a director of medical law and ethics. 

Dr Robin Mackenzie, from the University 
of Kent, said rules have distinguished clear¬ 
ly between assisting someone to die and 
taking the life of someone in a so-called 
mercy killing. 

She said: “Decisions not to prosecute those 
who accompany ailing relatives to Dignitas 
and those who kill inconvenient relatives 
should not be able to be perceived by the 
public as the same thing.” 

Dignitas, in Switzerland, helps terminally 
ill people die with qualified medical staff. 

But Dr MacKenzie argued that under the 
six factors outlined in the new guidelines on 
Thursday there could be problems in find¬ 
ing evidence to justify non-prosecution. 

“It is likely to be problematic insofar as 
the evidence will be provided by the person 
who claims they assisted suicide,” she said.

Sick sex fantasist 
jailed for photos 

A MAN has been jailed for 18 months for 23 
child pornography offences. 

Nicholas Axon, 60, of Longbeech, Charing, 
near Ashford, was arrested on July 1, 2009, 
and computer equipment seized from his 
home. 

A total of 4,372 indecent images were 
found, with 2,695 categorised at the highest 
level, depicting sadism or bestiality. 

He was charged with eight offences of dis¬ 
tributing indecent images of children and 
15 offences of making indecent images. 

He pleaded guilty at Maidstone 
Magistrates’ Court on January 5. Axon will 
have to sign the sex offenders’ list and is 
subject to a sexual offence prevention order. 

Det Con Jo Gordon, of Kent Police’s Public 
Protection Crime Unit, said: “By distribut¬ 
ing images and fantasising about them in 
chat rooms with others, Axon continued to 
victimise the children involved.”

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Bangladesh’s 
‘banker of the 
poor’ meets 
UK delegation 

A NOBEL peace prize winner who changed 
the lives of millions of poverty-stricken 
Bangladeshis is in talks with the Prime 
Minister to do similar work for Britain. 

Discussions between Gordon Brown and 
Muhammad Yunus were arranged by 
Derek Wyatt, Labour MP for Sittingboume 
and Sheppey, who travelled to Bangladesh 
last week to meet Mr Yunus. 

The visit formed part of a British 
Parliamentary delegation at the invita¬ 
tion of the Bangladeshi parliament, to 
look at how the UK can help them 
strengthen democracy and tackle climate 
change. But Mr Wyatt said his primary 
goal was to meet Mr Yunus, who is known 
as ‘the banker of the poor’, to see how 
Britain can use micro-finance projects to 
help unemployed people out of poverty. 

Red tape 

The scheme lets low-income or unem¬ 
ployed people borrow money to help them 
set up businesses, without any red tape. 

Mr Wyatt said: “In Bangladesh, the 
Grameen Bank, which was set up by 
Muhammed, has helped millions of peo¬ 
ple, despite the problems with their gov¬ 
ernment and military coups. 

“And the number of those who have not 
paid the money back is just two per cent. 
Part of the reason is the bank takes care 
of them once they have the money. 

“They make sure farmers have the right 
tools, or the chickens are producing eggs 
and veterinary skills are improved.” 

In some cases, people in Bangladesh are 
loaned as little as £50 to buy tools or live¬ 
stock so they can create a sustainable life. 

Mr Wyatt said: “In the UK it’s not possi¬ 
ble to borrow money without a down-pay¬ 
ment or equity. There is also the Financial 
Services Act and all the red tape that 
comes with it. 

‘With the help of Muhammed and the 
Prime Minister, I want to set up an online 
micro-finance project that can be used 
worldwide so people can get themselves 
out of poverty. There is nothing like this 
in Britain - the only thing similar is the 
Prince’s Trust. I am positive that we can 
create an entrepreneurial nation.” 

John Austin, Labour MP for Erith and 
Thamesmead, was chosen to lead the 
nine-strong delegation. 

“Bangladesh has only just returned to 
democracy, so we think it is important to 
provide support to the democratic process 
where it was absent for so long,” he said. 

Copenhagen 

“We need to help strengthen their par¬ 
liament and show them it’s not just about 
holding the Government to account. 

“We also spoke about the opposition and 
how it’s better to get on, as if they come 
back into power things could change. We 
can also learn from them, too, for exam¬ 
ple, with pre-legislative scrutiny.” 

Another purpose of the trip was the 
issue of climate change, as Bangladesh is 
one of the most at-risk countries in the 
world. 

Mr Austin said: “Any country that is 
most at risk is aware of the problems and 
they were anxious that a deal was 
reached in Copenhagen. I think they were 
disappointed there was no firm outcome. 

“There’s not much they can do to put 
things on hold. They can make differences 
by changing their methods of fishing and 
farming and adapt to mitigate the effects 
- it’s all highly complex.” 

During the visit, the MPs met with sen¬ 
ior government ministers, Prime Minister 
Sheikh Hasina Wazed and leader of the 
opposition, Begum Khaleda Zia.

in pothole blitz

SMALL firms are being urged to 
help in Kent’s pothole blitz after 
the main contractor failed to 
step up to the challenge. 

County council leader Cllr Paul Carter 
told KOS Media the authority was turning 
to small and medium-sized firms over its 
usual contractor, Ringway. 

He said: “If they want to bid they can, but 
I think we can get other firms with the 
right equipment that will be more efficient. 

“Ringway haven’t geared up to do this 
type of work, even though potholes were 
expected. They should’ve looked into deliv¬ 
ering this kind of work as it’s a problem 
across the country, not just in Kent. I think 
putting it out to tender will create competi¬ 
tion and wake them up a bit.” 

An additional £1.5 million has been put 
aside for the repairs - taken from a budget 
underspend - on top of the £3m set aside 
annually to fix potholes. And Cllr Carter 
said more will be found if needed. 

Competition 

“There’s money to be made for small and 
medium-sized contractors,” he said. 

“This is additional funding, so we won’t be 
taking work away from Ringway, simply 
introducing a bit of competition. We also 
want to back small and medium-sized busi¬ 
nesses in the downturn.” 

Tracey Elms of Ringway said the firm 
understood work from additional funding 
was being tendered separately to ensure it 
was offered to small, local contractors. 

“Ringway has delivered an exceptional 
level of service to Kent, especially through 
this difficult prolonged winter,” she said. 

‘We are a large, well-resourced organisa¬ 
tion that also has the capability to complete 
additional emergency works, if asked.” 

More than 10,000 potholes have been 
repaired since the first bout of freezing 
weather in December, but thousands more 
have opened up in Kent’s road. 

Motorists are inundating County Hall 
with claims for compensation for repairs, 
although KCC is unable to confirm figures.

Kaya’s variety of influences 
makes for whole new sound 



BY EMBRACING a new era in 
the world of music, local band 
Kaya looks set to make a big noise 
on the international scene. 

The Kent-based group will release their 
debut single, Rat Race, this summer and 
their music has received airplay as far afield 
as New Zealand. With the help of emerging 
record label Inigo, the band is steadily 
increasing its profile in the UK and beyond. 

Kaya’s sound has been described as a 
broad fusion between hip hop, soul, ska, dub 
and reggae, but guitarist Matt Howard, from 
Tunbridge Wells, would rather let the music 
do the talking. 

“Our influences are really down to each 
member. We’re all into similar things, but 
there is also a lot of diverse stuff,” he said. 

“Our drummer Tom’s forte is hardcore 
metal and we use his skill and turn it into a 
drum and bass feel. As soon as you draw 
comparisons to another band, that’s out 
there, so we don’t really give comparisons. 

“It’s an urban style of music, but we bring 
together lots of different genres.” 

Howard, 31, has always been keen to pur¬ 
sue a career as a musician and as well as per¬ 
forming, he also helps out with the record 
label. His practical approach to the industry 
has proved of benefit to both his own projects 
and his work with Kaya, who formed about 
three years ago. 

“My dad was a guitarist who worked with 
producer Joe Meek, so from a young age I 
was exposed to music,” he said. 

“I went to Manchester in my late teens to 
study sound engineering, because if I was 
going to hire a studio, it meant I could keep 
the costs down. 

“When I graduated, I came back down here 
and worked at a few major record labels. 
That was more about business and learning 


how the industry worked. It was the same 
philosophy - I didn’t know how the studio 
worked, so I learned about it and I didn’t 
know how the industry worked, so I learned 
about that too.” 

Established 

Howard had worked with vocalists Natty 
and Aina on a previous project, Sweetoof, 
which earned the title of BBC Radio 1 


Unsigned Band of the Year in 2003. 

By developing Kaya’s sound over a period 
of two years while the record label estab¬ 
lished itself, they have found a new way to 
work within the music industry and the 
future looks bright. 

“The advantages of technology mean that 
putting music together and marketing it your¬ 
self has never been so easy,” Howard said. 

“Big record companies are changing the 


way they work and it’s very easy to make 
music available. It’s not so easy with sales, 
but we’re looking at other revenue streams 
like merchandising or getting our music on 
adverts. 

“I think UK music is very vibrant at the 
moment and as a nation, we’re churning out 
some incredible music.”

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A MAN died underneath a bus 
after he tried to complain to the 
driver about his damaged pick-up 
truck, writes Ian Read. 

Witnesses this week told Maidstone Crown 
Court how 30-year-old Martin Barlow was run 
over outside his home in Catherine Street, 
Rochester, in April last year. 

Bus driver Christopher Eggleton, 45, of Dales 
Street, Chatham, is in court facing charges of 
manslaughter and causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving - charges which he denies. 

But the driver has admitted causing death 
by careless driving. 

Mr Barlow died as result of extensive frac¬ 
tures to his skull and spine. Tests revealed the 
builder was three times over the drink-drive 
limit, but witnesses said he wasn’t drunk. 

Lewis Bennett, 16, was walking in Catherine 
Street when he saw Mr Barlow in the middle 
of the road banging his hands on the front win¬ 
dow of the bus. 

Mr Bennett said that half an hour earlier Mr 
Barlow told him he was waiting for a bus so he 
could stop it, and had asked the teenager to 
help him. 

Revenge 

Mr Bennett said: “He put his hands up to 
stop the vehicle and it kept coming. 

“He was sucked underneath it and dragged 
along the road. There were lots of people 
screaming and crying and being sick. It was 
horrible to see a man get killed like that. 

“As I went towards the bus I heard shouting. 
As he was being dragged along the road his 
trainers came off. His body came out from the 
bus opposite Jasper Avenue. 

“The bus kept going towards Warren Wood.” 

Earlier, neighbour Maureen Emperor told 
the jury she had talked to Mr Barlow who was 
angry about the damage to his Mitsibushi 
Trojan pick-up truck. 

Ms Emperor said: “He said ‘I’m going to stop 
the next bus and take away the keys’. When I 
asked if he had taken the matter up with 
Arriva Buses he said they didn’t want to know.” 


Complaint to 
driver ended 
in man dying 
beneath bus

Mrs Emperor heard the single-decker bus 
coming and saw Mr Barlow running along¬ 
side it shouting at the driver. 

She said: “He stepped out and started 
banging on the front of the bus windscreen. 

“The bus didn’t stop, it just drove on. 
Seconds later I saw him go under the bus - 
he just disappeared. 

“Then the bus just tore up the road. The 
driver just put his foot down. My impres¬ 
sion was that Martin wanted revenge or a 
result over the damage to his truck.” 

Next-door neighbour Abigail Mack said 
the pick-up truck was Martin’s pride and 
joy and estimated damage at £3,000. 

She said: “Martin was really angry about 
the damage to his truck. He was deter¬ 
mined to get it sorted out.” 

The English teacher and mother-of-one 
said: “There was a black mark where his 
trainer was scraped along the road. I saw 
him banging on the window to say ‘stop, 
stop’, but the bus slowed but kept going.” 

The case continues.

43-year-old denies 
murdering woman 

A BUILDER has denied murdering a woman at 
a house in Greatstone. 

Paul Fender, 43, of The Parade in Greatstone, 
appeared at Maidstone Crown Court on Monday, 
February 21, accused of killing Karren Martin in 
Hardy Road, on November 20 last year. 

Ms Martin, 28, was found by paramedics who 
were called to the single-storey detached home. 

She was pronounced dead at the scene. 

A post-mortem examination the next day con¬ 
firmed she had died of a single stab wound. 

Fender was remanded in custody and will be 
tried at Croydon Crown Court on Monday, June 7, 
due to a backlog of cases at Maidstone. 

■ THE annual service to commemorate those 
who died in the Herald of Free Enterprise disas¬ 
ter will be held at St Mary’s Church in Dover at 11 am 
on Saturday, March 6. 

A window in the church honours the 193 people 
who died when the ferry capsized in March, 1987. 
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THE final hours of a man shot 
dead by police after brandishing 
an Uzi-type submachine gun have 
been revealed at an inquest. 

Dayniel Tucker, 39, from Adisham Green 
in Sittingbourne, was killed by officers 
responding to a 999 call at 7.51am on 
December 29, 2007. 

Jurors at the inquest at Gravesham 
Coroners’ Court heard how Mr Tucker had 
made the call himself, claiming a gunman 
was threatening him in Stansted, near 
Sevenoaks. 

Asked what the firearm looked like, Mr 
Tucker said it was an Uzi submachine gun, 
before hanging up. 

Lawyer Catherine Milsem, who opened 
the inquest, said Mr Tucker had spent the 
previous night drinking in the Black Horse 
pub in Stansted, where he consumed 
between eight and 10 vodka and Red Bulls. 

A barmaid working that night said she 
had a feeling Mr Tucker was “deeply sad”. 

Ms Milsem said after the 999 call on 
December 29, police arrived on the scene 
around 8am and despite the incident being 
of minimum risk, armed response teams 
were called in and subsequently trained 
negotiators. 

The first officers to arrive found Mr Tucker 
walking along Tumblefield Road concealing 
something in his jacket. 

Ms Milsem told jurors how officers shout¬ 
ed out to him, but he ignored them. 

Mr Tucker’s car was parked in a nearby 
field with a hosepipe attached to the 
exhaust, and the officers thought he may 
have been attempting to commit suicide. 

It was later discovered Mr Tucker had 
enquired about having the catalytic converter 
- which reduces toxic fumes - removed from 
his white Mitsubishi Colt. 


A toxicology report by Dr Fiona Perry 
found he had 23 per cent of carbon monoxide 
in his blood, which would have caused nau¬ 
sea, severe headaches and dizziness. The 
report also showed traces of cannabis. 

At 8.28am armed response teams arrived 
at the scene and decided to try and detain 
him if he had a weapon. 

Single shot 

On approaching Mr Tucker, they shouted 
“armed police, armed police”. 

But when challenged, he pointed an Uzi- 
style submachine gun at the two officers 
who discharged a single shot each. 

Ms Milsem said: “Mr Tucker took up a 


position with his legs apart, holding the gun 
with both hands. Officer D fired one shot 
from his firearm and this was closely fol¬ 
lowed by officer C.” 

A post-mortem found Mr Tucker received 
a gunshot wound to his left hip and another 
- the fatal shot - to his chest. 

An ambulance was called, but he was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

The gun, found next to Mr Tucker’s body, was 
a plastic air gun used to shoot plastic pellets. 

The inquest is expected to last two weeks.

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Dickens fans urged to help raise £100k in 
order to save ‘jigsaw’ chalet from collapse 


ONE of the most important connections 
Medway has with author Charles Dickens is 
in danger of falling down, unless £100,000 is 
raised quickly. 

The Swiss-style chalet where the writer 
produced some of his finest works is rapidly 
falling into disrepair. Now Dickens groups 
from around the world are being urged to 
come together to help raise the money to save 
the striking wooden building. 

The chalet previously stood in the grounds 
of Gad’s Hill, Higham, where the writer once 
lived. It was a present to Dickens from the 
French actor Charles Fechter and arrived on 
Christmas Eve, 1864, at Higham railway 
station packed in 58 boxes. 


They contained 94 pieces which fitted 
together like a giant jigsaw. 

Dickens wrote: “It will really be a very pret¬ 
ty thing, and in the summer (supposing it not 
to be blown away in the spring), the upper 
room will make a charming study. 

“It is much higher than we supposed.” 

Inside the chalet, he went on to create much 
of A Tale of Two Cities, Great Expectations, Our 
Mutual Friend, The Uncommercial Traveller, 
and the unfinished Mystery of Edwin Drood. 

Gad’s later became a private school, and the 
chalet was moved. 

It now stands in the grounds of Eastgate 
House in Rochester after it was rescued 
from Cobham Park and restored in the 


early 1960s by the Dickens Fellowship. 

John Knott, from the Fellowship, said: “The 
ravages of time and weather have had a dra¬ 
matic effect. It is now in need of urgent 
restoration costing well over £100,000.” 

The Rochester and Chatham Branch of the 
Dickens Fellowship, with Medway Council, 
has now started the mammoth task of fund 
raising. 

Mr Knott said: “It would a tragedy to lose it. 
There are so many good reasons to save it 
and none to let it fall down on its own.”

Lawyers tie up a 
legal victory for 
County Hall and 
Kent taxpayers 


LAWYERS at County Hall have teamed up with a private law firm to 
create one of the largest specialist public sector legal teams in the 


country. 

The unique team, called Law:Public, will 
offer a range of services for pubic sector 
bodies and will handle local authority work 
at discounted rates. 

More than 100 lawyers from the Kent 
Legal Services department at Kent County 
Council, and Midland and Wales-based law 
firm Geldards, will make up the team. 

Officials at KCC hope the joint venture will 
save councils money - and subsequently tax¬ 
payers - by offering a scale of prices for differ¬ 
ent jobs rather than flat-rate legal fees, and 
cheaper fees than private law firms, with 
maximum charges of £150 an hour. 

Geoff Wild, director of law and governance 
at KCC, said the aim is to get work done 
effectively and at the right price. 

“Collaboration across the public and pri¬ 
vate sectors is the way of the future,” he said. 

“It ensures clients receive the best of both 
worlds - the cultural fit, expertise and value 
for money of the public sector, combined with 
the business drive, efficiency and skill set of 
the private sector. 

‘What we are offering is the ability to han¬ 
dle a large volume of work at a price which 
we believe will save councils a substantial 
chunk of their legal budget.” 

Criticism 

The Kent Legal Services department already 
handles work for more than 200 public bod¬ 
ies, including police, the NHS and schools. 

The self-funding department last year 
made around £1.5 million ‘profit’ which was 
used for libraries, schools and other projects. 

But the 12 district councils in Kent use 
their own legal teams unless a case is partic¬ 
ularly specialised, where it is then tendered 
out to specialist law firms. 

With the new set-up, Law:Public is pitching 
for these tenders by selling themselves on 
their discounted rates and expert services 
offered through Geldards and KCC’s lawyers. 

But the move has come up against criticism 
from smaller private firms who claim the 
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cheaper pricing could affect part of their work. 

Commercial law - or business law - for 
example, is handled at most private firms at 
a cost of around £180 per hour. 

Other more specialised public-sector work, 
however, is dealt with through the legal 
teams at local authorities. 

Jonathan Smithers, Law Society council 
member for Kent who represents more than 
2,000 solicitors, said each case depends on 
the expertise that is required. 

“Different firms offer different expertise 
and I think a lot of public sector work is dealt 
with in-house. Therefore, I don’t think this 
new team will necessarily take work from 
local firms,” he said. 

“This may differ however with commercial 
property, as most firms deal with that.” 

Mr Smithers, a partner at Cooper Burnett 
in Tunbridge Wells, said the move is a mar¬ 
keting pitch by KCC. 

“They want to bring in more work and 
make more profit so they can lower council 
tax rates,” he said. 

“Local authorities have to tender out any 
work so they don’t break procurement rules, 
so KCC is offering their services cheaply to 
make themselves attractive for business.” 

David Williams, Geldard chairman, said 
through offering the new Law:Public service, 
external spending by local government will 
be cut. 

‘We believe Law:Public leads the way in 
external delivery of legal services to local and 
central government and the wider public 
sector,” he added. 

At the end of 2009, Mr Wild said legal 
teams at the county council, Medway Council 
and the 12 district councils should combine 
to save taxpayers money. 

A KCC spokewoman said Law:Public will 
not replace legal teams at other local author¬ 
ities, but offer them specialist support.

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HOMEOPATHS and patients 
lobbied Parliament this week to 
push the Government into 
improving access to alternative 
medicines. 

It came as MPs called on the NHS to 
scrap its funding for homeopathic treat¬ 
ment, which amounts to about £4 million a 
year. Just last year a hospital run by the 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust stopped providing homeopathic 
remedies. 

But 27,000 people signed a petition 
declaring “homeopathy worked for me” and 
hit out at critics who claimed alternative 
medicines are merely a placebo. 

Organised by charity Homeopathy: 
Medicine for the 21st Century (H:MC21), 
the rally saw protestors from Kent lobby 
MPs alongside practitioners from other 
parts of the country. 

They called for ministers to expand the 
use of homeopathic treatments and give 
patients the option of using different forms 
of healing on the NHS. Grace DaSilva-Hill, 
a homeopath from Ashford, said her 14- 
year-old practice was testimony to how 
many people chose the more natural forms 
of medicine. 

“These treatments have been around for 
more than 200 years and followed by mil¬ 
lions of people,” she said. 

“We hope the Government will look at 
evidence that shows this treatment is 
effective and improve availability.” 

Her views were echoed by patient Katy 
Noseda-Vennard, from Bromley, who said: 
“After trying conventional medicine, home¬ 
opathy helped me with a chronic condition 
and now I use it for any health needs.” 

In homeopathy the active ingredients

are heavily diluted, often until none of the 
original substance remains. 

But homeopaths have argued water has 
a ‘memory that allows homeopathic prepa¬ 
rations to work regardless. 

But critics say alternative medicines are 
nothing but a placebo, sparking an experi¬ 
ment earlier this month which saw volun¬ 
teers take part in a mass overdoses of 
homeopathic remedies. Hundreds of people 
took up to 80 pillules each - tiny sugar pills 
with a drop of homeopathic remedy - but 
there was not one casualty. 

Edzard Ernst, a professor of complemen¬ 
tary medicine, said: “These treatments are 
biologically implausible and clinical tests 
have shown they don’t do anything at all.” 

Chairman of the science and technology 
committee at the House of Commons, Phil 
Willis MP, said: “It sets an unfortunate 
precedent for the Department of Health to 
consider the existence of a community 
which believes that homeopathy works is 
evidence enough to continue spending pub¬ 
lic money on it.”

Fuller’s poll boost

Ferry nice beaches 

SEAFRANCE Dover-Calais Ferries has raised 
more than £300,000 for the Marine Con¬ 
servation Society’s Beachwatch project. 

The scheme involves ensuring beaches and 
shoreline shallows are as clean as possible for 
marine life. The company took on the role of 
lead sponsor for the project in May, 2008, and 
has seen customer donations to the charity’s 
work far exceed expectations, say staff. 

Managing director Robin Wilkins said: “I’m 
thrilled at the way customers have responded 
so generously and also how staff have taken 
environmental issues on board.” 


A MAN who brandished an imi¬ 
tation handgun at railway station 
staff has been jailed for five years. 

Andrzej Augusciak, 27, of no fixed abode, 
was sentenced after pleading guilty to pos¬ 
session of a prohibited weapon and posses¬ 
sion of prohibited ammunition. 

Sentencing Augusciak at Canterbury 
Crown Court, Judge James O’Mahoney also 
commended the bravery of the train conduc¬ 
tor and a member of platform staff at 
Canterbury West station, who confronted 
Augusciak on the train. 

Det Con Leigh Marshall of British 
Transport Police said the two members of 
staff had discovered Augusciak asleep in a 
carriage when his train had terminated at 
Canterbury West in the early hours of 
Thursday, September 24, last year. 

He said after the hearing: “The staff man¬ 
aged to awaken Augusiak and he left the 
train, but he immediately returned to his 
seat and retrieved a handgun before holding 
it in his hand and walking towards them. 

“He then cocked the weapon by pulling 
back its moving parts and inserted the 
magazine.” 

The staff immediately backed away and 
Augusciak left the train. Armed Kent Police 
units were sent to the station. Augusciak 
was arrested nearby after a search. 

Officers found a silver and black pistol and 
a round of ammunition in his pockets. 

The gun and bullet were sent for forensic 
analysis, with a firearms expert confirming 
them as a 9mm blank and irritant-firing pis¬ 


tol, and a blank round containing CS pow¬ 
der, a powerful irritant. 

Judge O’Mahoney thanked and commend¬ 
ed the Southeastern staff for the way they 
dealt with the incident. 

He said: “Being faced with a drunk late at 
night with what looked like a gun must have 
been terrifying and something you will 
never forget.” 

DC Marshall said: ‘While weapons-related 
crime is rare on the railway, we have been 
focusing for some time on reducing the car¬ 
riage of weapons on the network. 

“The two members of staff showed incred¬ 
ible bravery in the face of what must have 
been a very frightening and intimidating sit¬ 
uation and were deservedly commended by 


the court for their actions. I hope the five- 
year sentence handed to Augusiak sends out 
the clearest possible message that the conse¬ 
quences for those found to have live or imita¬ 
tion weapons on the railway are severe.” 

A Southeastern spokesman said: “We take 
the safety of all our passengers and staff 
extremely seriously. We have a good relation¬ 
ship with British Transport Police and work 
closely with them. 

“Our staff reacted extremely bravely, act¬ 
ing quickly and responsibly to ensure that 
the situation did not get out of hand.” 

Augusciak was sentenced to five years for 
possession of prohibited ammunition and 
three years for possession of a prohibited 
weapon, the sentences to run concurrently.

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Horrific rock climbing injuries healed using radical new surgical technique

Stem cells saved my crushed leg 


A PIONEERING technique using 
stem cells was used for the first 
time ever to save a man’s crushed 
leg - and he has just returned to 
work, writes Chris Murphy. 

Andrew Kent, 53, from Gillingham, was hit 
by a boulder while rock climbing in the Lake 
District in April, last year. Conventional sur¬ 
gery was unable to save his badly damaged 
leg, until a radical new idea was offered as a 
possible solution. 

For the first time in Britain, doctors used a 
patient’s own stem cells to heal bones in a 
technique they believe could revolutionise 
orthopaedic operations.

Mr Kent was climbing with his son on 
Langdale Pike when a huge boulder fell on 
his right leg, resulting in devastating 
injuries. The shinbone had shattered, with 
parts poking through the skin near his 
ankle. In all, there were five horrific breaks. 

He was taken to Cumberland Infirmary in 
Carlisle and underwent three operations to 
pin his bones back together. 

But they refused to heal, and a more radical 
therapy was needed to prevent amputation. 
He was transferred to the Spire Alexandra 
Hospital in Chatham, closer to home. 
Surgeons told Mr Kent he could lose his leg 
unless they tried the new stem cell technique. 

He said: “I was given two choices. I asked 
what the surgeon thought was best and he 
said he wanted to try the stem cells. I was 
the first in the country at that time.” 

South Korea 

Orthopaedic surgeon Anan Shetty 
removed stem cells from bone marrow in Mr 
Kent’s hip. These were mixed with a new col¬ 
lagen gel called Cartifill to make a paste, 
which was smeared into the fractures. They 
finally fixed his leg in a metal cage to gently 
press the bones together. The cage was final¬ 
ly removed six months after the procedure. 

Mr Shetty said: “He’s really surprised us. 
This is an amazing technique. Mr Kent 
won’t be able to run for about a year, but 
after 18 months his bones will have healed 
completely. I’m sure he’ll be able to go back 
to rock climbing.” 

Cartifill was invented by an orthopaedic 
surgeon from South Korea, Professor Seok 
Jung Kim, who has helped Mr Shetty pio¬ 
neer a series of procedures. Prof Kim was 
present to watch the operation. 

Cartifill has also been used in combination 
with stem cells to repair tom knee cartilage. 
The gel holds the stem cells against the 
bone, where they form a new layer of carti¬ 
lage. Ten patients have been treated so far in 
Britain, with an 80 per cent success rate. 

Cost is always a factor in medicine, but this

technique only costs a few hundred pounds. 

Prof Kim said: “Many people who have 
problems with knee injuries can now get 
effective, low-cost treatment.” 

Mr Kent said: “I’m doing pretty well. I saw 
Mr Shetty about three weeks ago and will 
see him again at the end of March. 

“I am wearing a large plastic boot which 
allows me to go outside and have just start¬ 
ed going back to work in the City, although I 
was tired at the end of the first week. 

“The boot is a large grey plastic shell you 
slip your foot into. I still have to be extreme¬ 
ly careful with my leg, but I’m getting 
around a bit. I go up to London on a coach 
which drops me off at Cannon Street and I 
get a taxi to the office. 

“Life is going to get easier as time goes on. 
I haven’t been taking painkillers for at least 
six months - I didn’t want to rely on them. 

“The worst thing about the leg is that it’s 


swollen and tight. I’m not sure when the 
boot comes off. I’ll see Mr Shetty in March 
and he’ll check to see if there has been 
enough bone growth. I’ll need a few X-rays to 
see how it’s getting along. I see a physiother¬ 
apist every other week for exercises. If you 
keep still for an hour, you know it when you 
get up. It’s painful and things lock up. The 
bones are still fusing together. 

“The doctors are happy with the progress.” 

Mr Kent said it didn’t take too long for him 
to agree to the revolutionary treatment. 

He said: “I was given two options. I was 
told the bones had been apart for so long 
they had died. One was a lot of metal in my 
leg; the other was stem cells. 

“Mr Shetty asked me what I thought and I 
asked him how he felt about doing it. He 
said he was happy to try it and I said I’d go 
along with whatever he decided. If it didn’t 
work, we still had the metalwork option. 

Confusion 

“I asked how many people in the UK had 
it done. He said none. I asked how many in 
the world, and he said a few thousand in 
South Korea with Prof Kim. 

“When I met the two, there was a little 
confusion. Mr Shetty thought he was stand 
by and watch Prof Kim do it, but Prof Kim 
told him: ‘No, Mr Shetty, you are doing it’. 

“I assume it was a joint effort. It was a 
pretty busy theatre that day with plenty of 
people there to see how it was done. It was a 
good training session.” 

Asked how it was paid for, Mr Kent 
refused to be drawn, but did say the treat- 
meny was not yet available on the NHS. 

He said: “Mr Shetty wants to do 30 or so 
operations, write a paper and then put it for¬ 
ward for adoption on the NHS. 

“It’s relatively cheap and speeds up the 
recoveiy process - it’s hoped this will be cut by 
half. I’m pleased with the outcome for now.”

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Singing research 
calls tune on key 
to better health 


GROUND-breaking research into the effects of singing on health 
could lead to significant savings for the NHS, according to experts, 
writes Marijke Cox. 


And a unique study, commissioned by 
Eastern and Coastal Kent NHS Trust, 
could also reveal whether crooning delays 
the onset of dementia and prevents depres¬ 
sion in older people. 

Professor Stephen Clift, who is leading 
the project at Canterbury Christ Church 
University’s Sidney De Haan Research 
Centre, said: “There is now more interest 
in how simple things can improve well¬ 
being. Group activities such as singing stop 
elderly people feeling isolated and anxious, 
which improves their mood and can help 
deal with issues such as depression. 

“The more a person remains active, the 
healthier they are going to be. This could 
delay the onset of dementia.” 

The 12-week project, which was made 
possible through £250,000 of funding from 
the National Institute for Health 
Research, is the first of its kind in the UK. 

Immune boost 

A similar study carried out in the United 
States found that as well as improving 
well-being, elderly people using group 
singing were less likely to have a fall. 

And scientists at the University of 
Frankfurt in Germany published a report 
suggesting singing boosted the immune 
system through the release of endorphins, 
the body’s natural pain reliever. 

Prof Clift said: “Generally, I think an 
activity like this can help improve people’s 
well-being and stop them being so isolated. 
It lifts their spirits. 

“It’s particularly aimed at people who 
don’t get out as much, so we can see the 
change in them to find out whether this 
kind of activity is beneficial. 

“It will also help people with respiratory 
problems manage their illness by being 
able to control their breathing, which 
singing helps do.” 

The project will see over-60s split into 
two groups, a singing group and a non¬ 
singing control group, enabling a compari¬ 
son to be made. Health measures will be 
monitored, such as how many times they 
visit their GPs over the 12 weeks. 

Prof Clift said: “This will allow us to test 



the value of singing in relation to well-being 
and health. As people live longer, the NHS 
is keen to ensure a good quality of life for the 
elderly. The study will also allow us to 
assess whether this could result in savings 
for the NHS and local authority services. 

“If we can prevent a small number of 
people being hospitalised, we can save a 
considerable amount.” 

The project will be undertaken with 
partners from Sing For Life, which oper¬ 
ates more than 40 Silver Song Clubs in the 
South East. 

Charities working with older people are 
backing the study. Roma Buscall, from Age 
Concern in Whitstable, said: “Anything 
that improves social interaction and 
health is excellent.” 

Moves to cut funding by the NHS follows 
a pre-Budget Government report in 
December which looked to slash capital 
spending within the health service by 
more than £1 billion.

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THE man who launched the Kent 
Institute of Art and Design in 
Rochester has returned to his 
artistic roots with an exhibition of 
women his mother admired, 
writes Chris Murphy. 

Vaughan Grylls is now 66 and left his job in 
2005 after teaming the Kent campus with its 
sister university in Surrey. 

After several successful shows, he is now 
launching a series of haunting photographic 
lifesize images of 10 women he remembers his 
mother speaking about with a passion. 

The exhibition, featuring lookalike actors, is 
called Mother. The subjects include Ruth Ellis, 
the last woman to be hanged in Britain; Mary 
Prince, the first woman to escape slavery and 
have her story published; and Marie Stopes, 
well known for her leading role in advocating 
birth control. 

Grylls, who lives in Sandwich with his pub¬ 
lisher wife Polly, said: “Ruth Ellis was someone 
my mother was very passionate about and 
even went to protest to the Home Secretary at 
the time to stop the execution. 

“I remember as a child coming downstairs in 
the morning and seeing my mother crying at 
the kitchen table saying they had hanged her. 

“Muriel Grylls was a feisty woman who left 
school when she was 12 and became a pioneer 
for women’s rights throughout the 20th centu¬ 
ry. The women portrayed here were role mod¬ 
els for my mother. Like her, they each had 
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Mothers of inspiration

charisma and chutzpah. She was a war- 
widow’s daughter and worked before she was 
a teenager to bring in some money for what 
was a very poor family. When she was 14 she 
was talent-spotted. Beginning as a hoofer in a 


chorus line, she became the lead dancer with 
the stage name Muriel Melford in a long-for- 
gotten musical called Bonjour Paris. 

“When she was in that show she met her 
future husband, my father. He was an Oxford- 
educated schoolmaster over twice her age. 

“He introduced her to a middle-class world 
of politics, ethics and causes. She knew a lot 
about many key women and it is these I 


wanted to study with these photographs.” 

Three of the models are Grylls’ mother’s 
granddaughters. Hattie, 17, is Grylls middle 
daughter and plays Simone Weil. She is in the 
sixth form at The King’s School Canterbury. 

Pinny, 31, plays Josephine Butler, and 
Emma, 24, Marie Stopes. The exhibition is at 
Rochester Cathedral between March 5-26. 
Entrance is free.

It’s in the blood 

JANE CONNOLLY reviews ever-green musical Blood Brothers on 
its opening night on Tuesday at the Assembly Hall in Tunbridge 
Wells - the performances are sponsored by KOS Media 

FAMILY ties cannot be broken in 


Willy Russell’s powerful and mov¬ 
ing musical, Blood Brothers. 

A mother’s heartbreaking choice starts a 
tragic chain of events in this highly acclaimed 
production from Bill Kenwright. 

Blood Brothers is one of the longest-running 
musicals in history, having run in the West 
End for 22 years, and now Kent audiences 
can see the cult show at the Assembly Hall 
Theatre in Tunbridge Wells. 

Tuesday’s opening night was well-attend¬ 
ed and pre-performance chat revealed that 
some of the audience members had seen 
the show a number of times before. 

Evidently this musical has the power to 
bring fans back for more, and from the 
moment the curtain rose, it was not hard to 
see why Blood Brothers has won theatrego¬ 
ers’ hearts. 

Set in Russell’s native Liverpool, the show 
explores issues of class and how being 
raised on the wrong side of the tracks can 
potentially shape your future. 

When twin brothers are separated at 
birth and given very different starts in life, 
it appears they will follow wildly different 
paths. But the best efforts of their mothers 
cannot prevent the two boys being drawn 
together, their destinies entwined in a way 
no-one could have foretold. 

Of all the actresses who have played the 
role over the years, former New Seekers 
star Lyn Paul is widely considered to be the 
quintessential Mrs Johnstone. 

A good woman who finds herself in a des¬ 
perate situation, the single mother of seven 
is faced with an impossible dilemma after 
falling pregnant with twins. When her 
wealthy, childless employer offers to take 
one of the babies off her hands, it looks like 
the only solution. 

But the moth¬ 
er’s choice will 
return to 
haunt 
her, as 
Mickey and 
Eddie’s fates 
gradually veer 
onto a collision 
course. 

From the open¬ 
ing notes to the 
moving finale, 

Paul’s pure voice 
brings Russell’s 
lyrics to life with 
warmth and 
humility. 

Always a like- CONNECTED: Blood 
able character brothers Mickey and 
despite her law- Eddie are brought up in 
breaking brood, very different worlds 

Mrs Johnstone s 

grief and regret is never far from the sur¬ 
face and her terrible decision never alien¬ 
ates the audience. This is in part due to 
Russell’s characterisation and honest dia¬ 
logue, but Paul’s performance undoubtedly 
places the audience firmly in Mrs 
Johnstone’s cheap shoes. 

There are plenty of laughs to be had, with 
the adult actors portraying giddy school- 
children throughout the first act. But the 
production accurately captures the morph¬ 
ing of innocent childhood into tarnished 
adulthood, with the two brothers’ lives 
becoming more disparate as the years pass. 

While Mickey faces the harsh realities of 
working class life, Eddie lives in the fanta¬ 
sy world that only money can buy and these 
former blood brothers are about to face a 
test that will stretch their bond to its limit. 

As well as being highly entertaining, the 
show is also thought-provoking and will 
prompt discussions about the nature of 
class and what actually constitutes privi¬ 



lege. Most of all, it is a gripping and moving 
musical with songs that will be running 
through your head for some time after the cur¬ 
tain falls.

Japan’s dramatic tribute 
to our sailing adventurer

AN EPIC three-hour theatre pro¬ 
duction on the life of Gillingham 
man Will Adams, who was the first 
Englishman to land in Japan, 
could be coming to a Kent stage. 

The world premier of the huge show took 
place recently in Japan, and was attended by 
Medway councillor Sue Haydock, who has 
become the honorary mayor of Yokosuka, 
which is twinned with Gillingham. 

She said it really was local history being 
brought to life in Japan. 

Adams was bom in Gillingham in 1564 and 
became a proficient sailor. His father died 
when he was 12 and he spent the following 12 
years as an apprentice learning shipbuilding, 
navigation and astronomy, before joining the 
Navy and serving under Sir Francis Drake. 

He also spent two years in the Arctic search¬ 
ing for a Northeast Passage along the coast of 
Siberia to the Far East, a notoriously treacher¬ 
ous stretch of sea. 

But his fame began in April, 1600, when 
after 19 months at sea during which several of 
his fleet of five ships were lost or forced to turn 
back, he arrived in Japan. 

He was on board the Liefde, a Dutch trading 
ship with just 20 men left out of the 100 or so 
who had started out - and most of those were 
sick or dying. 

The ship anchored off the island of Kyushu 
and on April 19, and the strongest nine men 
helped land the ship at Usuki, which was once 
known as Bungo. 

Portuguese Jesuit priests told local officials 
Adams and his crew were pirates and should be

executed. But shogun Ieyasu Tokugawa talked 
with Adams several times, and was impressed 
with his knowledge and they became friends. 

Adams went on to help design and build new 
ships in Ito for the Japanese based on Western 
technology. Although now seen as an ally, 
Adams was not allowed to actually leave 
Japan until 1613. 

He became a diplomat, trade advisor, 
official translator to the shogun, and was 
also given the name Miura Anjin - becoming 


a samurai, which was a huge honour. 

The honours and responsibilities continued 
to grow as Adams formed trade alliances with 
nations around the world. 

He died in Nagasaki in 1620, aged 55 and 
his grave is still well marked. A monument in 
Gillingham was also later created. 

He had a wife and family in England, though 
he saw little of them, and they received some 
of his inheritance. An annual festival has been 
held in Gillingham since 2000, and other fes¬ 
tivities are held in Japan. 

The show was performed at the Galaxy 
Theatre in Tokyo and was a joint venture 
between the Royal Shakespeare Company, 
and Horipro of Japan. It played to packed 
houses for a month until mid-January. 

Adams was played by Owen Teale. The well 
establish Shakspearian actor from South 
Wales has performed in Macbeth, Julius 
Caesar, Henry IV and King Lear, among oth¬ 
ers. On TV he has been seen in Spooks, Bally- 
kissangel, Murphy’s Law, and Torchwood. 

He said: ‘William Adams is a very moving 
and fascinating part, and physically demand¬ 
ing. We did a lot of research in Japan, visiting 
places associated with him.” 

Shogun Ieyasu Tokugawa was played by 
Masachika Ichimura, with Tatsuya Fujiwara 
playing the part of Dominic, a Jesuit priest - 
both are major actors in Japan. 

In the foyer of the theatre was a large dis¬ 
play showing Adams’ journey from Holland to 
Japan, alongside a carved wooden bust of the 
sailor. 

Cllr Haydock said: “The production lasted 
for three hours 20 minutes and was action 
packed and beautifully costumed. 

“It was a great honour to be able to see this 
show which is important to Medway. We will 
be working hard to make sure it is put on in 
this area at some stage in the future.”

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Half a century later, Sikh 
migrants have tale to tell

ABOUT 50 years ago the first 
Sikh immigrants arrived in Kent 
after travelling from their homes 
on the subcontinent to find work - 
some of them with just a change of 
clothes in their suitcase. 

Arriving from India, Pakistan and 
Bangladesh, many were already skilled 
craftsmen or farmers looking to earn a 
British wage which could help support their 
families at home. 

Others were students hoping to further 
their education. Despite plans to return to 
their loved ones, wives and children were 
eventually sent for and decades on have 
formed strong links in the Kent community. 

The largest group of migrants can be found 
in Gravesham, and they are the second 
largest number of Sikh residents in the South 
East. To celebrate the story of their migration 
and settlement, an exhibition is being creat¬ 
ed with the aid of a grant of £36,900 from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund. 

Using the cash, the North West Kent Racial 
Equality Council will be able to create a book, 
website and exhibition tracing the stories of 
the migrants back to the 1960s. 

Stuart McLeod, regional head of the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, said it was an impor¬ 
tant project for the borough. 

“Gravesham is a priority development

area,” he said. “This is an excellent example 
of a project that fills gaps in the social histo¬ 
ry of a particular community that has settled 
in and made a contribution for some 50 
years.” 

The migrants’ working lives, cultural and 
sporting activities and places of worship will 
be revealed in the exhibition, along with 
memories of their earlier lives in India, 
Pakistan and Bangladesh. 

Volunteers and members of the Gravesham 
Historical Society and Kent County Library 
Service will gather information from mem¬ 
bers of the older generation to find out what 
it was like to be a migrant in the 1960s. 


Gurvinda Sandher, assistant director of the 
North West Kent Racial Equality Council - 
which works to stamp out discrimination - 
expressed his excitement about the project. 

“There is an important story to tell about 
the early migrants from the Indian subconti¬ 
nent who arrived in Gravesham,” he said. 

“They have made such an important contri¬ 
bution to the area over the past four decades 
economically, socially and culturally, but it is 
important to learn how their story started 
when they first arrived.” 

The importance of the Sikh community was 
cemented in July, last year, when a spectacu¬ 
lar temple, costing £12.5 million, opened its 
doors for worship. 

The Guru Nanak Darbar Gurdwara is one 
of the largest of its kind outside of India and 
has attracted many visitors to Gravesend 
since work began in 2002. 

It can house 1,200 worshippers and forms 
part of a larger complex containing educa¬ 
tional facilities, sports pitches and a library. 

Information and research will be used to 
create an exhibition - with its location 
revealed later this year - community events 
and school workshop sessions. 

It will then be left in the care of Gravesham 
Library to assist in future projects. 

Special celebrations about Sikh migrants, 
one for schools and one for the community, 
will be held at the Gravesham Civic Centre to 
coincide with Black History Month in 
October.

Statue homage 
to radical Paine 



A STATUE of 18th century radical Thomas 
Paine is being created to demonstrate his 
struggle for public acceptance. 

One of the Founding Fathers of the United 
States, Paine was also an author, inventor and 
revolutionary who grew up in England and 
once owned a corset-makers shop in 
Sandwich. He rose to 
prominence through 
publications promoting 
reason and enlighten¬ 
ment - which also made 
him many enemies. 

Funded by an anony¬ 
mous donor at a cost of 
£30,000, the artwork 
will be set up outside a 
library in Lewes, East 
Sussex - where Paine 
also lived - and is being 
crewed by sculptor TH0MAS PAINE 
Marcus Cornish. Bom 
in Thetford, Norfolk, in 1737, Paine attended 
grammar school and after working in his 
father’s corset shop, served on a warship. 

Upon his return he moved to Sandwich to 
open a shop in 1759, but the business fell apart 
shortly after marrying Mary Lambert. They 
moved to Margate after Mary became preg¬ 
nant, but tragedy stmck when she went into 
early labour and both mother and child died. 

Paine returned to Thetford in 1761 until 
emigrating to the American colonies in 1774. 

There he greatly influenced the American 
Revolution with his pamphlet Common Sense, 
which advocated independence from Britain. 

He had a similar impact on the French 
Revolution with The Rights of Man (1791). 

Yet his radicalism upset many, to the extent 
that his funeral in 1809 was only attended by 
six mourners. The sculpture will be unveiled 
on July 4 - American Independence Day.

Parish's power of well-being 


PARISH councillors in the Dartford area have 
been granted new powers to make more deci¬ 
sions for themselves, adds Chris Murphy. 

The move is called the ‘power of well-being’, 
and Stone Parish Council is asking residents 
what they want doing over the next five years. 

The Department of Communities and Local 
Government in Whitehall is handing out the 
powers to grassroots politicians around the 
UK, so long as members pass eligibility tests. 

The power allows the council to undertake 
activity to promote the social, economic, or 
environmental well-being of the parish. 

All parish and town councils operate using 
powers granted through the Local 
Government Act and other acts of Parliament. 

These are fairly restrictive and limit parishes 
to sort out things such as recreation and 
sports provisions and some transport-related 
activities. 

Now they can undertake activities they con¬ 
sider will promote the well-being of the area. 

It will be down to individual councils’ cre¬ 
ativeness to determine how they utilise the 


power for local benefit. Others in the UK with 
the power have used it to establish employ¬ 
ment agencies, fund additional police commu¬ 
nity support officers, and even set up a renew¬ 
able utilities company. 

To qualify, the parish clerk needs special 
training, along with 80 per cent of councillors. 

Parish clerk of Stone, Jenny Thomas, said: 
“This new power also takes some of the work¬ 
load off Dartford council as we can make many 
more decisions ourselves. 

“It makes sense because we are on the 
ground and in a position to know what’s best 
for this area, finding local solutions to local 
needs. We are building a new community cen¬ 
tre and that has tied up the coffers for this year. 

“But we want to know what people want the 
parish council to do over the next five years. 

“There is plenty of potential with this new 
power of well-being. There’s a lot of scope for 
making Stone a better place to live. 

“We’re in the initial stage of research and 
taking stock so we can put together our five- 
year plan for the parish.” 


GAS firms, rail operators and 
other service providers who cause 
public disruption will be made to 
explain themselves under new 
proposals. 

A private members bill will give taxpayers 
the right to hold organisations to account on 
issues of concern, including dug-up roads, poor 
train facilities and threatened bus routes. 

Under the proposals, which are backed by 
the Government, councils would be given new 
powers to force companies to attend public 
scrutiny meetings, as opposed to the current 
voluntary system. Kent County Council 
deputy leader Cllr Alex King, who is responsi¬ 
ble for scrutiny as the cabinet member for

localism and partnerships, welcomed the 
plans. He said: “I think it’s most important 
that local service spending is covered by pub¬ 
lic scrutiny, and if we can do that then it’s cer¬ 
tainly a step in the right direction in ensuring 
value for money 

“The spending of public money should not 
just be remotely controlled by Westminster. 
Local people need to have a voice. 

“I should think the number of public service 
providers that cause disruption are in the 
minority, but you just don’t know at the 
moment. Given the economic situation it’s 
very important that they meet what’s needed 


in the most cost-effective manner possible. 

“This is a backbench private members bill 
and will need to go through a lot of scrutiny 
before it is implemented, but it’s quite impor¬ 
tant that elected members at every level are 
held to account and these plans would 
improve that.” 

Under the proposals, organisations called to 
scrutiny will be required by law to provide 
information to the scrutiny committee, send 
representatives to meetings and respond to 
reports and recommendations. Councils will 
also have increased powers to scrutinise Job 
Centre Plus on issues such as worklessness in 
a certain area, as well as colleges. 

Communities secretary John Denham said: 
“Local people should be able to elect council¬ 


lors who can get back to them on the perform¬ 
ance of all local public services, and not just 
the ones run by the council itself. 

“This bill gives councillors the power to hold 
all these services to account whether they are 
provided by other public bodies or private com¬ 
panies delivering public services. 

“It will give councils the ability to shine a 
spotlight on services not delivering for local 
people, and demand action on behalf of their 
communities to resolve local problems. 

“There should be no hiding place from awk¬ 
ward questions for company bosses about why 
they are not providing the high-quality local 
public services people are entitled to.”

Tearaway who made 
good hel p s the kids’ 
home that saved him 


A CAMPAIGNER for children’s 
rights has paid tribute to a care 
home that helped turn him from 
a tearaway and into an entrepre¬ 
neur, writes Marijke Cox. 

Matthew Huggins, founder of the Care 
Matters Partnership, was just 10 years old 
when he was taken in by the Caldecott 
Foundation at Smeeth, near Ashford, which 
cares for neglected and abused children. 

Having been through a string of homes 
after suffering at the hands of an abusive 
stepfather, he was determined to break out 
of the system. 

“Before I moved to Caldecott I smashed 
every window in the children’s home I was 
in,” he said. “They were talking about send¬ 
ing me to a youth offenders’ institute, but 
Caldecott took me on. 

“My behaviour was all over the place, I 
was determined to leave, but the staff 
refused to give up on me, even though I 
would hit out at them and run away.” 

But after six months, Mr Huggins, who is 
now 29, began to adapt to life at the home. 

“There was a strong sense of community 
spirit, I began to experience things I had 
never seen before and the staff were very 
positive,” he said. “I attended the on-site 
school and made friends and heard the hor¬ 
rendous things some of them had been 
through, which put things in perspective. 

Problems 

“When I was 11, headteacher John 
Stanley gave me £50 and an office to set up 
my own newspaper. I have always been a 
driven person, but I needed someone to 
bring this out in me, otherwise I would’ve 
turned to crime.” 

But Mr Huggins admitted his problems 
were not completely eradicated. 

“The home was the seed to my success, 
but there were things that needed to be 
changed. It was easy to become institution¬ 
alised. I was there four years when really I 
should have been moved into a family envi¬ 
ronment. I ended up going to a mainstream 
school, but when you turn up in the Variety 
Bus the other children know you’re in care 
and it’s difficult to integrate.” 

But Mr Huggins said a lot has changed 
since he was there. “Caldecott is expanding 
its fostering service so children are moved 
into a family environment sooner,” he said. 

“The good things have been expanded and 
other things have been improved.” 

Mr Huggins recently accepted an invita¬ 
tion to join the foundation’s board of 
trustees. “I want to be able to give some-

teen Matthew Huggins is now an author 

thing back - I’d go so far as to say they 
saved my life,” he said. 

When he was 15, however, Mr Huggins 
rebelled again, breaking the wipers on a 
police car and leaving Caldecott. 

But despite leaving school with no 
GCSEs, he worked his way from jobs in 
burger outlets to charities and sales, and on 
to become a youth worker, travelling to 
Jamaica and South Africa. 

He also became Britain’s youngest elected 
councillor aged 21, when he won a seat for 
Labour on Barking and Dagenham council. 

“Unfortunately, my past came out in the 
newspapers so I left the Labour group even 
though I’d done nothing wrong,” he said. 

Despite his success working with chari¬ 
ties, Mr Huggins suffered a breakdown at 
26 and was diagnosed with bipolar disorder. 

“I started drinking and taking cannabis. I 
was still very angry at what had happened 
to me in the past,” he said. 

But making the decision to turn things 
around he cleaned himself up and in 2008 
set up the Care Matters Partnership, which 
provides advice on children’s matters to 
Government, local authorities, private com¬ 
panies and the voluntary sector. 

He also finished his book, I’ll Love You If, 
shortly after his breakdown, which tells the 
story of his life and looks at the problems of 
Britain’s care system. “I’m very lucky with 
how my life has turned out,” he said. “There 
are others who were in my situation who 
have taken very different paths. One friend 
died of an overdose, another is homeless 
and a third is in prison.”

Force still facing 
problems on race 

THOSE who naively claim that racism is no 
longer a problem only have to look at the treat¬ 
ment of Alioune Haynes to see some people 
can’t quite move on from the colour of skin. 

Mr Haynes believes he was singled out by 
police, arrested, handcuffed and strip-searched 
simply for being black. His ordeal could almost 
take you back to a time when ignorance ruled. 

But this is the 21st century in a country with 
a mass of different cultures living side by side, 
day in day out. It’s not an age for ignorant prej¬ 
udices against someone because of their race. 

In an ironic twist, just a month before Mr 
Haynes’ ordeal, he had given diversity talks to 
Kent Police about how some of them were han¬ 
dling black people in the community. 

But it seems his efforts may have been in vain. 
Mr Haynes’ ordeal came at the hands of an 
authority that is supposed to fight against this 
sort of behaviour and, even more embarrassing¬ 
ly, is led by a black chief constable. 

And be in doubt that something went horri¬ 
bly wrong that night - the police have apolo¬ 
gised and Mr Haynes’ was handed £8,500 in 
an out-of-court settlement. 

Healthy high notes? 

IT LOOKS as though singing could be the way 
forward to improving old people’s health and 
saving some of those crucial NHS pennies. 

Surely this could prove counterproductive 
though? 

A group of pensioners crooning to their 
heart’s content may end up being detrimental 
to the health of everyone around them.

Give us freedom to choose 


Jo Cartwright explains 
why the law on assisted 
d ying needs to change 


THERE is an ethical dif¬ 
ference between assisted 
dying, assisted suicide, 
euthanasia and murder, 
yet the law makes just 
two distinctions; assisted 
suicide and murder. 

Even with these distinctions, 
the law until now has been 
unclear. On Thursday the 
Director of Public Prosecution’s 
(DPP) did what he could to clari¬ 
fy the law on assisted suicide 
when he launched his final guide¬ 
lines on what circumstances are 
likely to result in prosecution 
under the Suicide Act. 

We hear from many people 
who, understandably, do not want 
to suffer unbearably and against 
their wishes at the end of life. 

For those who are considering 
an assisted death abroad, the 
guidelines will help them and 
their loved ones to make decisions 
in the knowledge of what the like¬ 
ly consequences of their actions 
will be, and this clarity is positive. 

However, for those people who 
are terminally ill, mentally com¬ 
petent and are unable or unwill¬ 
ing to travel for an assisted death, 
we still have a long way to go. 

The factors outlined in the 
guidance, both for and against 
prosecution, sensibly allay fears 
of creating a duty to die while not 
imposing a duty to suffer. 

The overwhelming majority of 
us do not want to see people pros¬ 


ecuted when they have reacted 
compassionately to a loved one’s 
request for help to die. 

Importantly, these guidelines 
provide the first formal recogni¬ 
tion that in circumstances moti¬ 
vated by compassion people 
should not be prosecuted for 
assisting a death. Just as crucially 
they clearly acknowledge that peo¬ 
ple will be prosecuted if there is 
any evidence of abuse or coercion. 

What the guidelines cannot 
and do not provide, is a safe¬ 
guarded means of assisted dying 
in the UK, therefore we continue 
to force our terminally ill UK cit¬ 
izens abroad to die, or condone 
suicides at home, often alone. 
This status quo is unacceptable 
and fundamentally, the law 
needs an overhaul. 

In light of Parliament’s contin¬ 
ued reluctance to address this 
issue, we call on the Government 
to launch a full and impartial 
consultation on the issue. We are 
confident that evidence from 
other countries and states in the 
US which have legalised and reg¬ 
ulated assisted dying shows that 
a safeguarded assisted dying law 
not only gives greater choice but 


also provides better protection 
against abuse. At present, British 
law relies on an investigation 
and possible prosecution after 
someone has died. Whereas it 
makes more sense to have an 
investigation when someone 
requests to die, allowing the per¬ 
son to have open and honest con¬ 
versation with health profession¬ 
als, with the potential to meet 
unmet health and care needs. 

Another issue which has seen 
significant coverage in recent 
weeks is ‘mercy killing’. While we 
don’t condone acting outside of 
the law, we do think that there 
should be a review of murder law, 
as the Law Commission suggest¬ 
ed in 2006, with reference to 
cases of mercy killing. 

At the moment those who fall 
outside of the categoiy of assisted 
suicide, but act compassionately to 
a loved one’s request to die are 
tried and sentenced under murder 
law. This law allows no flexibility 
for sentencing, and therefore has 
no room to treat these compas¬ 
sionate acts proportionately. 

While it must remain illegal to 
directly take another person’s life 
even if they request it, in cases 



where the sole motivation was 
compassion it is surely not right 
for the sentence to be life in prison. 

We at Dignity in Dying would 
like to see is the legalisation of 
assisted dying for mentally com¬ 
petent, terminally ill adults here 
in the UK, with upfront safe¬ 
guards. We would also like to see 
the law of murder reviewed in 
relation to cases of mercy killing. 

We also believe a safeguarded 
law which is considered before an 
assisted death is much more 
helpful to those involved than an 
investigation after the death has 
taken place, as is now the case. 

Society has undoubtedly 
moved on this issue, now it’s time 
for Parliament to catch up. 

People should not have to suf¬ 
fer at the end of life against their 
wishes. They should have access 
to better care and treatment, and 
the choice of an assisted death 
within upfront safeguards, which 
will do more to prevent possible 
abuse than the current law.

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Safety first - not profit 

Alan Baker (letters, KoS, February 21) raised 
the issue of safety cameras and their location, 
and questioned how effective they are in the 
face of dangerous driving. 

I’ve seen a number of stories in the press 
over the last few months suggesting that 
safety cameras are often positioned where 
they can catch out the most drivers, rather 
than on the most dangerous roads. 

It is, unfortunately, one of many myths that 
have sprung up around cameras over the 
years, perpetuated by negative stories in the 
national media. 

The Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership follows strict criteria when it 
comes to installing safety cameras and 
we only site them on roads with a history 
of speed-related crashes in which people 
have been killed or seriously injured (known 
as KSIs). 

So where you see a yellow fixed camera, 
it means there have been three or more 
KSIs over a 1.5km stretch in the three years 
before the camera was installed; and our 
safety camera vans operate where at least 
one person has been killed or seriously 
injured in a speed-related crash. 

We never install cameras in random positions 
just to catch drivers out. 

We have no incentive to do so since none of 
the money collected from speeding fines goes 
to the Partnership. 

Our sole aim is to reduce casualties. 

Mr Baker is correct in saying that cameras 
do not detect some other offences, however 
we are now using the vans to enforce mobile 
phone and seat belt offences. 

We don’t try to hide our cameras either. 

All fixed cameras across Kent and Medway 
are painted bright yellow. 

We also put signs up, use high-visibility 
vehicles and publish the locations of our fixed 
camera sites and safety camera van sites on 
our website. 

By law we’re not obliged to do any of this, 
but we choose to in order to give motorists as 


Prudent with public money 


I write to you following your letter pub¬ 
lished last week ‘Policing out in the cold.’ 

Kent Police Authority is an independent 
body that oversees Kent Police and we 
take the utmost pride in providing the 
public with a value for money service. 

We are extremely prudent with our 
finances - as recognised by our external 
auditors. The Authority received a positive 
inspection in January, 2009, by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constabulary. 

We are not by any means thriftless with 
police council taxpayers’ money. 

We have the second lowest police council 
tax in any shire in England and Wales. 

We accept that it was a mistake to invest 
in the Icelandic banks, which have col¬ 
lapsed. At the time we believed this invest¬ 
ment would have provided the best possi¬ 
ble return for police council taxpayers. 

However we have learnt from this and 
expect to retrieve most of the monies lost. 

The Police Authority is made up of 17 


members - nine elected councillors and 
eight members of the public. Each member 
receives an allowance for his or her time. 

The allowance was reviewed following 
the publication of a national independent 
review into police authority members’ 
allowances. 

An independent local panel - as for all 
other local authorities - sets the 
allowance. The increase was a modest 
amount that reflects the demands and 
commitments placed on our members in 
ensuring Kent Police are held to account. 

This year both the Authority’s treasurer 
and myself will not be taking our pay 
increase. We are open and transparent with 
public money and have nothing to hide.

An irrefutable truth? 

Ian Taylor (Opinion, February 21) claims that 
science journal editors are ‘leaned-on’ to stop 
papers that support sceptics, but gives no 
independent and verifiable evidence for it. 

He just points to a few hundred of such 
gathered on a known sceptics’ website rather 
than any other. 
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It’s more likely they were rejected due to 
flawed data and methodology. 

He also claims there’s a ‘cosy-club’ regard¬ 
ing the peer-review process, but again gives 
no evidence for it, just playing for effect. 

As for some more actual facts: 

• Sea level rises around UK and European 
coasts, as well as worldwide, are around 
2-3mm per year, but the rate at which 
the UK south coast is ‘sinking’ is only 
around 1mm per year (UK and 
Australian studies 2009). 

• The rate of land-based ice melt on 
Greenland, on the underside, is now 
faster than at the top, leading to concerns 
that it could effect the nearby seabeds’ 
ability to prevent ice-sheet slide off, etc, 
(Nature Geoscience magazine 2010). 

• The rates of ocean acidification, due to 
increasing air C02 levels - up three 
times the rate since 2000 - and thermal 
vents, have risen to their highest for 55 
million years, helping the declining 
ability of oceans to absorb it (University 
of Bristol, 2010). 

All these add to the overwhelming amount 
of worldwide data that show that man-made 
global warming is happening. 

Further, I quote The Observer’s science edi¬ 
tor for 28 years Robin McKie, himself a scep¬ 
tic until the evidence became clear: “We have 
a choice. We can take the option(s) suggested 
by climate science and act now. If that turns 
out to be wrong, we will merely have cleared 
up the planet a little earlier than necessary. 

“However, if (sceptics) are wrong, then mil¬ 
lions of people will lose their homes and pos- 
sibily their lives. When you think about it, it’s 
not a very difficult choice.” 

Maybe though its all just a conspiracy 
between those well-known string-pullers, 
the polar bears, pandas, penguins, et al, and 
their political and professorial dupes to get 
Mr Taylor to cut his car usage, but I prefer 
the realities of established climate facts.

Road movie s load 
of old blarney 

LEAP YEAR (PG) 

THE luck of the Irish runs out for 
one hopeless romantic in Anand 
Tucker’s implausible comedy so it 
does, to be sure, to be sure. 

Promoting a stereotypical image of rural 
Ireland which would make Father Ted and his 
flock roll their eyes in disbelief and shout, 
“Begorrah!”, Leap Year is a sappy road movie 
that clearly signposts every tiny pothole in the 
path to true love. 

To say the lead characters are an unlikely 
match would be an understatement: She’s a 
fiercely independent interior designer from 
Boston with money to burn; he’s a lackadaisi¬ 
cal chef from the nether regions of Ireland, 
about to lose his pub to the debt collectors. 

Never the twain shall meet, except in the 
screenplay by Deborah Kaplan and Harry 
Elfont, they must. The eejits. 

Anna Brady is deliriously happy with her 
cardiologist boyfriend Jeremy and as their 
four-year anniversary approaches, she is con¬ 
vinced he is about to get down on bended knee. 

He doesn’t, and heads off to Dublin instead 
for a conference. 

Following the lead of her father, Anna spon¬ 
taneously hatches a plan to propose to Jeremy 
in Ireland on Leap Day. 

However, her carefully plotted travel itiner¬ 
ary falls into disarray when bad weather 
forces the airplane to make a detour, far from 
her intended destination of Dublin. 

Anna is understandably distraught at the 
prospect of seeing her unabashedly romantic 
plans come to naught. 

Thankfully, handsome innkeeper Declan 
promises to help her travel all of the way to 
Dublin in time for February 29, in exchange 
for the euros to save his ailing pub. 

The trek to the Irish capital is fraught with 
perils, and Anna and Declan fall victim to out¬ 
rageous misfortune. 

Every disaster brings them closer together 
and as they approach their destination, Anna 
has a very important decision to make. 

Leap Year is a terrible waste of Oscar nomi¬ 
nee Adams’ undeniable talents. 

Her globe-trotting heroine errs on the 
annoying, and we don’t believe for an instant 
in the burgeoning attraction to Goode’s 
wastrel with the wandering accent, who 
derides Anna’s plan as “a load of old poo!” Does 
anyone over the age of five speak like that? 

It comes as no surprise that screenwriters 
Kaplan and Elfont were responsible for the 
Patrick Dempsey romantic comedy Made Of 
Honor, which painted Scotland as one big, bon- 
nie, tartan-clad cliche. 

They clumsily contrive each slapstick inter¬ 
lude, building to a happy ending set on a 
windswept cliff top at sunset. 

All that’s missing is a rainbow to lead the 
lovebirds to some jolly little leprechauns and a 
pot o’ gold.

MICHAEL JACKSON’S THIS IS IT (PG) 

HASTILY constructed from backstage and 
rehearsals footage, Kenny Ortega’s documen¬ 
tary is a glowing tribute to the King of Pop as 
he prepared for one of the most spectacular 
live shows of his career. 

The rehearsals footage, shot predominantly 
at Staples Center in Los Angeles and The 
Forum in Inglewood, California, opens with a 
foot-thumping rendition of Bad and segues 
into Jam with male dancers flanking the star 
in perfect time. 

The hits come one after another: They Don’t 
Care About Us with a futuristic military 
theme, Billy Jean, Beat It, Black And White 
and a delicate version of Human Nature, 
which reveals the singer had lost none of the 
melody in his voice. 

For Smooth Criminal, we go behind the 
scenes of a green screen video shoot to insert 
Jackson into black and white movies clips, 
including Rita Hayworth’s glove striptease in 
Gilda. A second video shoot for Thriller in 3D 
cuts back to the venue, where Michael 
emerges from a giant black widow spider that 
scuttles onto the stage. 

A sound check for The Way You Make Me 
Feel leads to a difference of opinion with 
musical director Michael Bearden over subtle 
changes in key and tempo. 

‘You gotta let it simmer,” says Jackson. 

A lot of the footage is rough, and some of the 
sound is muffled, but Ortega has cut together 
scenes with impressive attention to detail. 

At times, Jackson looks painfully gaunt as 
he strives to perfect each arrangement, but 
for the most part, the film captures a musi¬ 
cian at the height of his powers. 

JENNIFER’S BODY (15) 

NEEDY Lesnicky (Amanda Seyfried) is a 
high school geek with a devoted boyfriend, 
Chip (Johnny Simmons). 

She also has a best friend, Jennifer Check 
(Megan Fox), who just happens to be the 
hottest and most desirable girl at school. The 
two students head for a bar in their home¬ 
town of Devil’s Kettle to enjoy a gig by rock 
singer Nikolai Wolf (Adam Brody) and his 
band. The concert ends in a bloodbath and 
Jennifer seeks refuge in the van of Nikolai 
and his band-mates. 

Several hours later, the beautiful teenager 
turns up at Needy’s house covered in entrails, 
transformed into a flesh-hungry menace to 
male society. 

Jennifer’s Body is a distinctly off-kilter teen 
horror that doesn’t quite find its rhythm. 

Fox graduates to leading lady with confi¬ 
dence, but needs to fine-tune her comic tim¬ 
ing to match Seyfried’s increasingly wild¬ 
eyed performance. 

A gratuitous lesbian kiss, filmed in close-up 
for what seems like an eternity, is a cheap 
shot to perk up the middle third before the 
obligatory, all-guns-blazing, final showdown. 

Screenwriter Diablo Cody, who deservedly 
collected the Oscar for Juno, struggles to 
mesh the horror and comedy elements. 

Undoubtedly, there are flashes of brilliance 
here. However, the tart turns of phrase are 
always at odds with the blood and gore, as the 
eponymous angel of death sinks her lac¬ 
quered nails into any schoolboy foolish 
enough to follow her into the bushes. 

9(12) 

IN A post-apocalyptic future, 9 (voiced by 
Elijah Wood) wakes to find the scientist who 
created him is dead, one of millions wiped out 
by a carefully targeted attack by the Great 
Machine. 

Stumbling into the decimated outside 
world, 9 meets other cloth figures, all with 
identifying numbers scrawled on their back. 
War veteran 1 (Christopher Plummer) has 
anointed himself the leader of the survivors, 
including loveable yet frail inventor 2 (Martin 
Landau), the silent twins 3 and 4, benevolent 
engineer 5 (John C Reilly), tortured artist 6 
(Crispin Glover), spunky fighter 7 (Jennifer 
Connelly) and knucklehead bodyguard 8 
(Fred Tatasciore). No longer alone, 9 joins 


forces with his cloth kin in an epic battle 
against the remaining machines. 

Expanded from an Oscar-nominated 2005 
short film, 9 is a computer-animated odyssey 
which greatly embellishes writer-director 
Shane Acker’s original 11-minute vision into 
a 76-minute quest to sow the seeds of a new 
man and womankind. 

Disappointingly, Acker’s feature is a tri¬ 
umph of dark, steampunk-styled visuals over 
substantial plot and character development. 
The script, co-written by Pamela Pettier, is 
too linear and simplistic, and tension dissi¬ 
pates in the lulls between set-pieces. 

The fingerprints of producer Tim Burton 
are all over 9, and there is a pleasing dearth 
of sentimentality in Acker’s script. There is 
also a distinct lack of dialogue and back-story, 
and when the film’s grand design comes into 
focus during the climactic showdown, we’re 
left to ponder if the valiant efforts of 9 and his 
brethren are worth it.

four hard-nosed trouble-shooters, who move 
from one city to the next, helping ailing auto 
dealerships shift the cars on their lots. 

Don’s colleagues, Babs (Kathryn Hahn), 
Brent (David Koechner) and Jibby (Ving 
Rhames), share his ‘sell-at-all-costs’ mentali¬ 
ty, eschewing sentimentality and emotion if it 
means one more commission. 

The feisty quartet answer a distress call 
from small-town dealer Ben Selleck (James 
Brolin), whose business is in even more trou¬ 
ble than his daughter Ivy (Jordana Spiro), 
who is engaged to the son of his sworn rival. 
Ben’s salesmen are mentally unstable and 
have personal issues, which continually 
impact on their work. 

So, Don and the team swoop into action to 
save the business, but they too fall victim to 
the petty jealousies of small-town life. 

The Goods: Live Hard, Sell Hard is 85 min¬ 
utes of torture, anchored by Piven’s bombas¬ 
tic lead performance which involves lots of 
shouting, a spot of karaoke and some frenetic 
coupling in a motel with his two-dimensional 
love interest.

TV 

MONDAY, MARCH 1 

GLAMOUR PUDS: If your idea of cake heaven 
is an iced finger then you might want to set 
your sights a little higher. 

Chances are, if you haven’t tried to eat the 
TV screen after watching this sweet-toothed 
documentary then you’ll have written down 
the name Savoir Design to look up later. 

This film tells the story of Eric Laniard, 
French master patissier and twice winner of 
the prestigious Continental Patissier of the 
Year at the British Baking Awards. Many 
believe he has changed the face of British 
patisserie. In this documentary, Laniard takes 
us on a journey to see how he develops his 
awe-inspiring creations as well as some of the 
locations that inspire him to cake greatness. 
(Channel 4,2.20pm) 

THE SECRET MILLIONAIRE: With the eco¬ 
nomic crisis showing little sign of abating, 
you’d think Channel 4 would find it difficult to 
find anyone willing to part with substantial 
amounts of cash. 

Thankfully, there are plenty of generous folk 
out there, as Secret Millionaire returns for a 
brand new run and more wealthy benefactors 
seek to change the lives of others. 

Tonight, multi-millionaire Dawn Gibbins 
swaps her swanky Cheshire home for a bedsit 
in Bristol, where some of the wealthiest neigh¬ 
bourhoods in Britain sit side-by-side with 
some of the poorest. 

During her time undercover, she lives in one 
of the most deprived areas in the south west of 
England, with high levels of street crime, and 
where drug misuse is rife. However she still 
finds inspiration in a number of people who 
are doing all they can to help their fellow man 
and woman. ( Channel 4, 9pm) 

TUESDAY, MARCH 2 

HIDDEN HISTORIES: Huw Edwards nar¬ 
rates how the Royal Commission investigates 
and records Welsh history. 

His team of detectives discover a lost church, 
search for the oldest gate in Europe and find 
out how Scottish civil engineer, architect and 
stonemason Thomas Telford built Britain’s 
largest aqueduct. 

History fans will no doubt lap it up, but even 
if you’re not, Edwards gives us a compelling 
lesson like no other with facts you won’t find in 
any school textbook. (BBC Four, 7.30pm) 

ONE BORN EVERY MINUTE: There really is 
one baby bom every minute in Britain. Now 
that is a lot of children, and certainly a lot of 
hard work bringing those new persons into the 
world, and this fly-on-the-wall documentary 
series takes a close-up look at it all by follow¬ 
ing life in a busy maternity hospital. 

Cameras film everything from the reception 
desk to the neo-natal ward and the birthing 
pool, giving viewers a glimpse of the emotion¬ 
al moments surrounding childbirth. 

In this latest episode, Kelly comes in to have 
her fifth baby while Joy is still waiting to have 
her first. Kelly has never had trouble in 
labour; with her last one delivered just three 
minutes after her waters broke. 

However, Joy has had to undergo five years 
of IVF and after spending days waiting in the 
hospital there is still no sign of baby putting in 
an appearance. (Channel 4, 9pm) 

WEDNESDAY, MARCH 3 

PRICELESS ANTIQUES ROADSHOW: The 

thought of discovering a knick-knack in your 
attic is worth a small fortune has kept millions 
of viewers hooked on this show for years. 

Many of us have their favourite moment 
from the last 30-plus years of programmes, 
such as the exquisite jewellery worth thou¬ 
sands found on a mbbish tip; the cracked tea 
pot worth enough for its owners to buy their 
council house; or the blood-spattered Boer War 
book that saved the life of the owner’s grand¬ 
father by stopping a near fatal bullet. 

Whether you’re taking a trip down memory 
lane or seeing many finds for the first time, 
settle back and enjoy this priceless gem of a 
show. (BBC Two, 6.30pm) 
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RELOCATION, RELOCATION: One could for¬ 
give Kirstie and Phil for getting a little nostal¬ 
gic in tonight’s episode, as they revisit the first 
couple they relocated way back in 2002. 

For those who can’t remember that far back, 
Fiona and Tom Butcher sold their two-bed- 
room flat in London, and hoped the proceeds 
would stretch to a country home near Loch 
Lomond and a Glasgow crash pad. 

Fiona was tired of the stresses and strains of 
England’s capital, while Tom was hoping to 
give up the grind to run a pottery studio. 

Now the experts are back for a visit to dis¬ 
cover that life’s been anything but quiet. With 
a new family and new businesses, there have 
been tremendous highs. But things took a turn 
for the worse when Fiona and Tom decided to 
completely rebuild their home, only for the 
credit crunch to hit Britain. 

Eight years since the Butchers made their 
move, will Phil be visiting one of his and 
Kirstie’s most successful relocations? Or will 
he find that, for all their hard work, the proj¬ 
ect has ended in failure? (Channel 4, 8pm) 


BUILD A NEW LIFE IN THE COUNTRY: 

Charlie Luxton heads to Cardigan Bay on the 
west coast of Wales. 

Hugh and June Crawford have given up the 
comfortable life in leafy Surrey to live a more 
rewarding sustainable existence. They’ve 
spent £300,000 on a 15-acre estate, complete 
with a run-down farmhouse and derelict 
barns, which they hope to transform into holi¬ 
day lets to fill their retirement coffers. 

The couple hope to complete their build in 
six months as their eldest daughter Jessica is 
getting married and wants to stage the cere¬ 
mony in one of their bams. But with the bams 
taking priority, work on the farmhouse falls 
behind. (Five, 8pm) 

THE MAN WITH THE GOLDEN GAVEL: 

Simon de Pury. Chances are you don’t recog¬ 
nise his name, but he’s an unforgettable chap. 

He’s the Swiss aristocrat and entrepreneur 
who became known as a private dealer spe¬ 
cialising in Impressionist, modem and post¬ 
war art. But it was after acquiring majority 
control of ancient auction house Phillips that 
he really became a force to be reckoned with in 
the cultural world. 

As we all know, the world is suffering due to 
the worst recession in living memory, forcing 
de Pury to diversify to ensure Phillips’ ongoing 
success in the 21st century. 

Among his plans have been turning the sale¬ 
room into a party venue, and attracting 
London’s ‘beautiful people’ to swanky auctions 
of contemporary artwork. 

Here, he’s seen searching for more cutting- 
edge pieces to sell as he fights to keep this 
national institution alive. (BBC Four, 9pm) 


STICKS AND STONES: Film-maker Hannah 
Murphy presents a sensitive and poignant 
examination of disability as she gives adults 
with disabilities a chance to speak out about 
their experiences of hate crime. 

The film examines the case of Fiona 
Pilkington, a mother who killed herself and 
her disabled daughter in October, 2007, after 
being subjected to a decade of abuse. 

The tragedy brought disability hate crime 
into the public eye and was said to have moved 
the issue up the agenda, yet Murphy reveals 
that more often than not the voices of those 
who are persecuted because of their disability 
still go unheard. (Channel 4, 7.30pm) 

HEAVY METAL BRITANNIA: Heavy metal 
celebrates its 40th anniversary this year. Now 
BBC Four’s impressive musical department is 
dedicating an evening to metal’s biggest and 
best British exponents. 

The movement began with the likes of Black 
Sabbath, Deep Purple, Led Zeppelin and 
Judas Priest. Although they appeared to be 
inspired by Satan, their apparent dedication 
to the occult was often tongue-in-cheek. 

As punk came along, metal’s future seemed 
to be threatened - until new wave bands, such 
as Saxon, Iron Maiden and Def Leppard, came 
to the fore. (BBC Four, 9pm) 


FAMOUS artists explore the power 
and emotion of crucifixion imagery 
in a captivating new exhibition. 

Featuring works by a diverse range of artists 
from Tracey Emin to Marc Chagall, Cross 
Purposes presents many fascinating images 
that reflect a multitude of interpretations. 

Exploring both the religious connotations of 
the cross and its influence in secular society, 
the exhibition at Mascalls Gallery in Paddock 
Wood, will be a thought-provoking study of an 
unmistakeable symbol. 

Curator Nathaniel Hepburn believes that 
visitors will find much to interest them in 
Cross Purposes, which features works by some 
of the most important artists of the 20th and 
21st centuries. 

“Many of the artists included are not reli¬ 
gious,” he said. “They have reached the crucifix¬ 
ion at different points in their lives, to tell very 
different stories. Maggi Hambling started 
painting a crucifixion every Good Friday when 
her mum became very ill in 1986 and it became 
something of a ritual for her; a way that she 
can connect with her mother. 

“R Henderson Blyth produced his work after 
spending time in France during World War 
Two and it was a way he could represent his 
experiences at that time.” 

The exhibition is a collection of images by 22 
artists including Stanley Spencer, Eric Gill, 
Betty Swanwick and Emmanuel Levy. But the 
contributions by Russian artist Marc Chagall 
are of particular interest and reflect two very 
different takes on the meaning of the cross. 

Created in 1945, a recently discovered work - 
Apocalypse in Lilac, Capriccio - expresses his 
reaction to the revelations emerging from Ger¬ 
many towards the end of World War Two. 

“As news was coming out of Germany about 
what was happening to Jewish people, he made 
a very powerful response to that,” Hepburn 
said. “It was kept by the artist in his studio all 
his life and I believe it was not supposed to be 
on public display. But it was bought by the Ben 
Uri Gallery in London and has been on display 
for a matter of weeks.” 

Seeing Chagall’s work go on display at 
Paddock Wood will have particular resonance 
for the people of Kent, as All Saints’ Church in 
nearby Tudeley is the only church in the world 
to have all the windows decorated by Chagall. 

The east window is a memorial to Sarah 
d’Avigdor-Goldsmid, a local girl who drowned 
in 1963 at the age of 21, and the exhibition wel¬ 
comes Chagall’s preparatory drawings to the 
UK for the very first time. 

These drawings reveal the evolution of the 
artist’s ideas, something that should prove illu¬ 
minating for visitors. 

“There’s an image which came as a shock to 
us when we discovered these works, that seems 
to bear no relation to any windows at the 
church,” Hepburn said. 

“We showed it to members of the family and 
people who have researched the church and it 
was a totally new image. 

“On closer examination, it does have refer¬ 
ences to what we see in the east window but it 
was a very early starting point for Chagall. 

“It showed the girl rising from a bouquet of 
flowers and the crucifixion in the background, 
but he decided this quite sensual image was 


not appropriate and made the crucifixion more 
prominent. It will be interesting to see how it 
compares with the image at the church.” 

With its shocking connotations of violence 
and cruelty, the crucifixion was not depicted by 
the Church until 420AD. But this emotive 
image is universally understood and seems to 
hold as much power for secular artists as those 
with religious convictions.

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Stronger recovery in 


south’s home market

THE North/South divide in the 
UK is still alive and well, says a 
major survey. 

Chesterton Humberts examined the prob¬ 
lem in its January House Price Poll of Polls. 

It found there is increasing evidence of the 
split when it comes to the strength of house 
price recovery. 

They discovered house prices in the five 
most expensive local authorities, all in 
London, increased by an average of 1.5 per 
cent over the month. 

Three of the five least expensive areas 
showed house prices falling month-on-month. 

Overall, the average residential property 
price has risen a third of one per cent month- 
on-month to £174,907, with houses in the top 
20 per cent of the market selling for an aver¬ 
age of £366,229, up 10.6 per cent year on year. 

Yet properties in the bottom fifth sell for an 
average of £110,625, a drop of 0.3 per cent. 

Looked at by region, the North East, North 
West, and Yorkshire and Humber areas all 
reveal price drops, or at best level prices. 

And those in the South East - including 
Kent - the South West and London saw aver¬ 
age rises of 6.1 per cent. 

Robert Bartlett, Chesterton Humberts’ 
CEO, said: “We have been highlighting the 
fractured nature of the housing market 
recovery for several months. 

“The general outlook remains positive but 
as the ‘poll of polls’ clearly shows, the market

in the south is far stronger than in the north¬ 
ern regions. 

“The top of the market is recovering more 
quickly than the lower end, which also 
reflects this regional disjoint as the most 
expensive properties are all in and around 
London and properties at the bottom of the 
market are further north. 

“Buoyed by foreign buyers and recovery in 
the financial sector, property prices in and 


around London, the South East and South 
West have proved resilient. 

“Sales in our northern offices are far more 
price sensitive. We may not have seen the full 
downward market correction here yet. 

“Sellers remain scarce in all regions due to 
the continuing shortage of both financing and 
stock. Record low base interest rates mean 
there is little pressure to sell and potential 
sellers are holding on for a price recovery.” 


‘Significant 5 risk of rent arrears 


THERE are a growing number of tenants 
who are worrying about finding the money to 
pay their rent, according to a new report. 

Now, a “significant number” of tenants are 
still struggling with rental payments, said 
the Association of Residential Letting Agents. 

Results from the latest ARLA survey 
show that 55 per cent of members 
have seen an increase in tenants 
struggling to be able to meet their 
rental payments. 

Despite being a decrease on the 
previous quarter, this figure - 
remains worryingly high. 

Ian Potter, operations manager 
of ARLA, said: “Unemployment 
has been the primary factor 
behind any rental arrears 
throughout the reces¬ 
sion. If the 
jobless total 
rises in 

2010 it is inevitable that the number of 
tenants forced to default on their rent 
will also increase.” 

“The housing market looks increas¬ 
ingly buoyant with demand for rental 


properties having risen strongly since 
October. The problem of rental arrears will 
therefore persist and potentially grow in seri-

ousness as tenants get caught in a web of debt.” 

As rental arrears begin to stack up, resi¬ 
dents run the risk of being evicted from their 
property. Simultaneously, landlords could be 
forced to default on their mortgage repay¬ 
ments, which would ultimately lead to the 
property itself being repossessed. 

“As the housing market continues to 
pick up and demand begins to exceed supply, 
there is likely to be an increase of new land¬ 
lords and properties in the rental sector,” Mr 
Potter explained. 

“It is crucial that agents engage in a careful 
selection process for both tenants 
and landlords, and ensure the relevant 
contracts and agreements are in 
place.” 

The ARLA licensing scheme, 
launched last year, aims to drive up 
standards in the lettings industry 

But ARLA believes the Government 
must also act to create uniform 
legislation to nurture the 
improving housing market 
and protect both 
consumers and 
landlords.

THE local pub has a tough job. It 
has to be many things to many peo¬ 
ple, it’s a welcoming place, warm 
and cosy, with a good choice of beer 
and an atmosphere that’s just so. 

And then there’s the food. The local can often 
be forgiven for not providing food, but when it 
does it has to get it right. There’s nothing worse 
than sitting drinking your beer while your nos¬ 
trils are assaulted by the smell of over-priced 
reheated gunk that not even the most evil of 
school dinner ladies would’ve served up. 

So when I heard last year that The Coopers 
Arms had been taken over and started serving 
food at select times I was concerned. 

I can hardly call myself a regular, but when I 
do make one of my irregular visits it’s because 
I know I’m returning to a safe haven. 
Somewhere that’s free from the scantily clad 
girls roaming the high street, where I can sit, 
drink and relax with friends. 

Thankfully my fears were unfounded, and 
this cosy little historic pub near the castle 
remains every bit as welcoming as it ever was. 

So to celebrate I took two friends along to sam¬ 
ple the offerings from the kitchen. 

On arrival we were met by the wonderful 
smell of home-cooked Sunday dinner, of meats 
and vegetables and all the delicious things that 
started our mouths watering the moment we 
entered. And we were not to be disappointed. 

The menu gave us three choices of starter, 
three mains and two puddings. 

I went for the portobello mushrooms with Stil¬ 
ton and breadcrumbs, with the cheese melting 
in my mouth. The stilton was very strong, but 
this dish was delicious. 

My guests had homemade French onion soup, and salt 
and pepper squid with salad and 
sweet chilli dip and were also 
both impressed, the squid being 
swiftly devoured and the soup a 
warming start to the meal. 

For the main we again had one 
of each choice - beef, lamb and 
chicken with all the trimmings. 
To my delight this also came 
with a side order of cauliflower 
cheese for us to fight over, I 
mean serve at our leisure. 

The man in our group had cho¬ 
sen the lamb and swiftly cleared 
his plate, while us ladies strug¬ 
gled to finish the ample portions, 
but all three of us were happy. 

My chicken was moist and ten¬ 
der and practically fell from the 
bone, and our third gleefully 
declared her beef to be the best 
she’d had since her grandma 
used to make it. 

The selection of vegetables 
also ticked all the right boxes, 
with roast potatoes that had just 
the right amount of crunch and 
that all important cauliflower 
cheese, which was simply divine. 

Nicely stuffed, we could’ve 
ended there, but pudding was on 
the menu. My guests choose the 
egg custard tart and rice pud¬ 
ding, both homemade of course.

As someone scarred by school 
dinners, nothing could get me to 
eat either of those choices so I 
instead asked for a bowl of ice¬ 
cream.

At the same time, ‘Le Mini’ also offers a 
big cabin, handsome boot and - dare we say 
it - a more butch image than the real 
Italian Job and that other great cult car of 
the moment, the Fiat 500. 

The cabin is as much a work of art as the 
exterior, with a leather and alloy wheel on 


the mid-range test car worthy of an execu¬ 
tive motor. 

I think the DS has the style to blow away 
both its existing rivals: the front gives it ‘big 
car’ presence, but the clever part is how the 
roof appears to have been lifted from the 
rest of the car by using blacked out pillars. 

We borrowed our First Drive car from 
Wilmoths Citroen in Ashford where sales 
manager James Tomlin called the trick 
“a floating roof” - a good description when 
you see the DS in a bold lower colour part¬ 
nered with a light roof. 

Many people are already bowled over by 
the car’s style; Wilmoths Ashford had three 
firm orders even as the car made its show¬ 
room debut - a pattern reflected across 
Wilmoths’ other Kent dealerships. 

Hard-nosed buyers may doubt whether 
the DS can hold its values as well as the 
Mini - one of the slowest depreciators on 
the market. Holding the line on list prices 


and the array of custom configurations 
should help the DS3 though; there won’t be 
any ‘cheap’ poverty-spec examples to ‘lower 
the tone’ of used values. 

A more serious question is whether the 
DS delivers the driver enjoyment of the 
Mini; the loan car was a 120bhp 1.6-litre 
petrol equivalent to the mid-range Mini 
Cooper petrol and felt lively enough, but 
the gearshift and steering feedback was not 
as taut as its obvious rival. 

And while the DS grips and comers well 
yet delivers a supple ride, you hear a lot from 
the suspension when working hard - a little 
more noise, vibration and harshness work 
would have helped the premium image. 

Nevertheless, Le Mini is a fine piece of 
work - perhaps the French Job will hits our 


screens soon.

in the cheap 4x4 fight 


OUR first big fall of snow this year 
caused chaos. 

It always does. Kent just does not see white 
stuff often enough, as highlighted by how stu¬ 
pidly people drive in it and how some, in 
search of reassurance, rush to buy a 4x4. 

We responded with a feature on the best 
and cheapest secondhand off-road leviathans, 
like old Land Rovers, Jeeps, Shoguns and 
Land Cruisers. 

These monsters are good, but guzzle fuel, 
may cost you in maintenance, and are big cars 
to keep around just for a snowy day. 

Roomy 

The alternative is to think small and light 
and you don’t need to think long, because 
there are just three mini 4x4 contenders: the 
Fiat Panda 4x4 (from £11,000) - roomy and 
capable but not a true off-roader - the 
Daihatsu Terios (from £12,997), and the 
Suzuki Jimny (from £10,715). 

I like the Terios; it’s a five-door and capable 
off-road, as JC (Clarkson not Christ) showed 
on TV’s Top Gear when he set off cross-coun¬ 
try to elude a pack of hounds, but it is the 
most expensive in the sector by a long way. 

When it comes to bangs for off-roading 
bucks though, the Jimny is the obvious choice. 

Suzuki has made ‘light Jeeps’ since 1970 
and there is not much difference between the 
current car and those early models.

SuzukiJimny 


I saw lots while living in Cornwall, testa¬ 
ment to their ruggedness and affordability - 
they know the value of a penny in that county. 

The Jimny’s strength and weakness lies in 
its ‘proper 4x4’ construction - a rigid chassis 
with body bolted on top and short overhangs. 
Along with long travel suspension and a light 
‘footprint’, this gives the Jimny excellent off¬ 
road ability. 



But this arrangement on a short wheelbase 
makes the Suzuki an acquired taste on-road. 
The suspension nowadays seems better than 
I remember and soaks up big bumps well, as 
you might expect, but it is fidgety - don’t buy 
a Jimny just for posing. 

The cabin is also pretty cramped; those in 
front get a decent deal and the high driving 
position is superb for such a compact car, but 


the rear seats are really only suitable for kids, 
and the boot is nearly half that of the Panda 
4x4 and less than a third of the Terios. 

There is also no choice on engine and 
though the little 85bhp l,328cc petrol engine 
and low gearing delivers good off-road abili¬ 
ty, the Jimny is one of the slowest cars you 
can buy. 

However, the gears and steering are crisp so

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you can enjoy piloting this little workhorse 
around with an average economy around 
40mpg and it will cruise happily - just - at 
70mph, though the cabin is noisy. 

Fixtures and fittings are as durable and 
functional as you might expect on this type of 
car, though the indicator stalk is mounted on 
the right - most of us are now used to a 
Continental-style mounting on the left. 

Buy it for the right reasons though and the 
Suzuki is unbeatable and indestructible. Most 
of the time you can run in economical two- 
wheel drive, via the rear axle, but in the tricky 
conditions of our more recent dump of snow, I 
was able to hit the ‘4WD’ and even the low 
ratio ‘4WDL’ button for extra purchase. 

It was particularly pleasing to cruise past a 
melee of cars and the inevitable white van 
stuck on a hill near my home. 

However, while full 4x4 can be engaged 
when driving straight at up to 60mph, it must 
not be used on dry or simply wet road surfaces 
- it is only for extreme or off-road situations.

think it’s a good time to use that capital to 
help the motoring budget, either by down¬ 
sizing or buying a more economical and eco- 
friendly/low road tax model - sales of city 
cars and superminis are booming. 

And the two grand windfall under the 
Government-sponsored Scrappage scheme 
might be ending, but many carmakers are 
replacing it with similar offers rather than 
bothering with inflated list prices that most 
people haggle down anyway. 

The appeal of buying new has been 
enhanced by narrowing options on the 
used market, where prices have become 
ridiculous at a time when hard cash is 
tight. 


Year-old examples such as ex-fleeters 
and dealer demonstrators shot up 25 per 
cent in value last year, while the three- 
year/average mileage examples that are 
dealers’ mainstay stock are in short supply 
as dealer forecourts and private buyers 
drive up prices at auction.

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VAUXHALL did not waste any time bring¬ 
ing its most miserly version of the all-new 
sixth generation Astra to market. 

Just weeks after the classy five-door hatch 
arrived in showrooms (from £15,736) 
proudly wearing a ‘made in Britain’ label, 
the ecoFLEX version can be ordered, priced 
from £17,920. 

For the company car driver 
though, the figures that matter 
are a 12.1 per cent improve¬ 
ment in emissions over the con¬ 
ventional 1.7-litre diesel model, 
road tax at £35 and 13 per cent 
less benefit in kind taxation. 

Like VauxhaH’s other envi¬ 
ronment and pocket-friendly 
ecoFLEX versions of popular 
models, the Astra ‘greenie’ uses a combina¬ 
tion of re-mapped powertrain and improved 
aerodynamics, without major changes to the 
positive driving experience. 

The new Astra narrowly missed out on 
the current European Car of the Year title, 
a win that would have followed up on an 


outright victory for Vauxhall’s big and 
stylish Insignia saloon/hatchback/estate 
range (from £18,070) - last year’s replace¬ 
ment for the long-running Vectra company 
car contender.

PROTON claims more British motorists are 
opting out of the volatile petrol car market 
and into LPG (liquid petroleum gas). 

The Malaysian brand is the only manufac¬ 
turer on the UK market to offer an LPG-ready 
car at no extra conversion cost to the 
motorist - normally about £1,500 - 
and has been rewarded by rising sales; 

GEN-2 ecoLogic (pictured) buyers 
increased by as much as 375 per cent 
in one month during 2009. 

Proton says this reflects growing 
dissatisfaction among motorists 
towards the over-inflated price of 
petrol, especially as LPG costs motorists just 
under half the price and bums more cleanly 
with lower emissions. 

For the average motorist driving 12,000 
miles a year, it can save around £670 - 
that’s on top of an attractive £9,995 start price 
for the 1.6-litre five or four-door GEN-2

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Pros and cons of 
road tax savings 


DON’T swap your current car just to 
save a few pounds on road tax, writes 
Steve Loader. 

On the other hand, Government efforts to 
tax ‘gas guzzlers’ off the road can further 
ease the burden on your motoring budget if 
you plan to downsize or go for a more fuel- 
efficient model. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling eased the 
pressure a bit after an outcry induced by 
draconian rates due to be applied to larger 
cars... just as the recession clobbered the 
economy. 

But Labour - and a Conservative govern¬ 
ment won’t be any different due to existing 
agreements to clean up pollution - has said 
it will continue to drive down vehicle sizes 
and emissions by using tough VED (Vehicle 
Excise Duty) rates, based on C02 emissions 
rather than fuel consumption and applying 
only to cars registered after March 1, 2001. 

At present, you can escape paying any¬ 
thing if your car emits lOOg/km or less and, 
from April 1, this benefit will apply to any 
car with a 130g/km or less rating, within 
one year of being registered. After that it 
will revert to £20-30 a year. 

By the same token, anyone buying a seri¬ 
ous C02 emitter discharging 255g/km or 
more will be clobbered by a £950 charge in 
the first year and £435 thereafter when the 
new scale comes into effect - the current 
tax for cars in this band is £405. 

Curiously, due to inconsistent emissions 
data on older cars, these are taxed simply 
at £120/year up to l,549cc and then £185 if 
larger - something of a bargain for owners 
of older ‘gas guzzlers’ if they can bear

higher fuel bills, opt for a £1,500-2,000 LPG 
(liquid petroleum gas) conversion or cover 
relatively few miles. The higher charge 
increases to £205 after April 1. 



RENAULT appears to have cornered the 
market in sporting halo models.

Cup small hatchback won the 
under £15,000 category, the

and the new Megane Renaultsport 250 
(pictured) won the £20,000-plus group. 

To top it all, the Megane was also crowned 
overall ‘Hot Hatch of the Year 2010’. 

But the self-styled ‘Createur d’Automobiles’ 
is not just about sporting models; it has also 


led in supermini design and single-handedly 
created the people carrier sector. 

The three/five-door Clio (from £10,709) 
range took over from the legendary Renault 5 
and now delivers a level of ride comfort and 
cabin space combined with French chic that 
has made it a UK bestseller. 

It also now has a baby brother 
in the three-door Twingo (from 
£7,552) contesting the city car 
sector. 

Renault contests the traditional 
company car sector with the 
Laguna hatchback and estate 
(from £18,075) but is probably 
better known for MPVs, having 
launched the sector with the orig¬ 
inal 1980s-vintage Espace. 

This continues with a modem successor 
(from £20,730), but Renault sells more of 
its smaller Scenic sister range (from 
£14,703) - itself a pioneer of the compact or 
midi-MPV sector.

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Confidence fights chill wind 


ICY weather has put a chill into a 
frail economy, prompting national 
fears of a double-dip recession, 
though Kent businesses generally 
remain confident. 

Latest figures from the Office for National 
Statistics (ONS) show that UK retail sales - a 
strong economic barometer - fell by nearly two 
per cent last month and was hardly the strong 
signal required after a narrow 0.1 per cent 
growth over the last quarter of 2009. 

The figures from the high street are even 
worse than those released by the British 
Retail Consortium earlier this month, which 
showed a faltering 1.2 per cent rise in January 
against 2008. 

Bad weather has largely been blamed, 
though Kent retailers have put on a brave

face. Tom Price, general manager at Westwood 
Cross in Thanet, said: “Footfall for January 
was up five per cent overall on last year which 
is very good considering the bad weather peo¬ 
ple faced. January is traditionally a flat trad¬ 
ing period and I think the picture is generally 
a very mixed one with some retailers clearly 
experiencing a better month than others.” 

Outside the retail sector, businesses are 
refusing to think the worst, according to the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants (ICAEW). 

It says business confidence in the South 
East has risen to +24.3 according to the latest 
Business Confidence Monitor (BCM). 

This is the fourth consecutive increase in the 
Confidence Index from a low of -38.7 for the 


same period last year, but still remains below 
the UK average of +25.8. Looking forward, 
firms in the South East expect a significant 
improvement in the main indicators of busi¬ 
ness health over the coming year. Having seen 
gross profits shrink by 2.1 per cent over the 
last 12 months, firms now expect profits to 
grow by 3.7 per cent over the coming year. 

Turnover, which has declined by 0.8 per cent 
over the year to date, is also forecast to rise 
over the coming year, by 3.7 per cent. Sales vol¬ 
umes are projected to expand by 3.8 per cent 
in the next 12 months following a 2.2 per cent 
contraction over the last year. 

However, turnover, profits and sales growth 
expectations have all moderated slightly since 
the last BCM, which suggests that the region’s 
economic recovery may be more sluggish than 
originally anticipated. 

Fay Webster, ICAEW’s South East director, 


said: “Despite this increase in confidence, busi¬ 
nesses in the region are wary about turnover, 
profit and sales going forward. This emphasis¬ 
es the fragility of the recovery. It needs careful 
nurturing and firms need to be aware of any 
threats on the horizon.” 

However, despite the modest groundswell of 
confidence, one of the coldest Januarys on 
record has slowed the recent recovery in house 
building volumes seen in the latter part of 
2009. Applications to build new homes across 
the UK during the rolling quarter November, 
2009, to January, 2010, were 65 per cent up 
from the historical lows of the same period a 
year ago (from 14,738 to 24,315). 

This compares however with 38,459 seen in 
the period November, 2007, to January, 2008, 
and shows just how far the recovery has yet to 
run in order to return the UK to the sort of vol¬ 
umes desperately needed. 


Big Mac sizzles despite recession 


BURGERS and fries chain McDonald’s is 
making light of economic gloom by inject¬ 
ing £1.5 million and 30 new jobs into its 
Kent operations. 

The move is headlined by a bold refur¬ 
bishment of five restaurants across the 
county - two each in Tunbridge Wells and 
Canterbury and one in Dover. 

These will each get a £300,000 
makeover starting this summer and build 
upon McDonald’s robust trading during 
2009, even though the recession was still 
raging. The brand says it gained good 
market share last year, recruited 6,000 
people and enjoyed a second year of dou¬ 
ble-digit growth. 

The redesigned restaurants will feature 
McDonald’s new contemporary face and 


style, free WiFi, new seating options and 
extended opening hours. They are also 
said to complement an updated menu 
other than the familiar burgers and fries, 
including salads, porridge, fruit bags and 
Rainforest Alliance certified coffee made 
with organic British milk. 

The investment will create 30 jobs in 
Kent, though few in the context of a 
nationwide plan to employ 5,000 new 
people this year. McDonald’s said 
employees will benefit from the improved 
restaurants as each site gains a ‘crew 
room’ with comfortable seating, TV and 
computer, which can even be used to 
study through the chain’s online ‘Our 
Lounge’ staff website. 

McDonald’s CEO Richard Forte said: 


“Changes at our restaurants are well 
received by customers so we will contin¬ 
ue to bring a more modern and conven¬ 
ient experience to them. We believe in 
investing in people and are pleased to 
provide job opportunities in Kent. 

“Many of the jobs we create are filled by 
young people, but we aren’t just providing 
jobs; we’re providing career opportunities 
through training programmes including 
our apprenticeship scheme, GCSE and A- 
Level equivalent qualifications and broad¬ 
er on-the-job skills development.” 

The outlets to be refurbished are at 
Victoria Place and the Business Park in 
Tunbridge Wells, St George’s Street and 
Stour Retail Park in Canterbury and Biggin 
Street, Dover.

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Helping hand on 
first rung of the 
housing ladder 

HOMEGROWN housing developer Hillreed 
claims to be weathering the economic down¬ 
turn and helping hard-pressed first-time buy¬ 
ers at the same time. 

Marketing spokesman Dean Markall said 
the Maidstone-based company had seen 
much change in its 35 years, but nothing like 
the ups and then downs of the past decade. 

And he agreed that first-timers had been 
worst hit, through now having to find some¬ 
times hefty deposits when previously they 
simply saved for their moving costs, carpets 
and fees. 

But he said Hillreed had moved to plug the 
gap: “We use equity share, which can be tai¬ 
lored to the amount that the purchaser is 
struggling to fill that gap by. 

“Also that’s sometimes helped out by par¬ 
ents who are happy to invest in another 
property with their children, rather than leav¬ 
ing the money in an account that perhaps 
isn’t giving them the best of returns.” 

But the market has also been slowed by 
would-be buyers higher up the housing lad¬ 
der and Hillreed had used part exchanges to 
unlock moves that wouldn’t otherwise go 
ahead. 

“If it fits certain criteria, then part exchange 
is a very hassle-free way of people moving 
on,” said Mr Markall.

Firms’ BIG chance to

FIRMS in Kent and Medway are 
now better placed in the race for 
contracts linked to the London 
Olympics in 2012 and the public 
sector generally thanks to the 
University of Greenwich at 
Medway 

That is the claim after the university’s 
School of Engineering launched a Business 
Innovation Group (BIG) to hold networking 
and information gathering events for local 
companies. BIG events will also show how the 
university can share its facilities and expert¬ 
ise to help firms broaden their markets and 
achieve their goals. 

The new organisation showed a flying start 
by welcoming more than 90 guests to a BIG 
breakfast launch at the campus in Chatham 
Maritime, where Business Link regional pro¬ 
gramme manager Paul Toben outlined the 
bidding process for the London 2012 Games 
and contracts worth some £9 billion. 

Competing 

He advised business leaders to seek con¬ 
tracts and opportunities through the 
Business Network one-stop shop www.com- 
petefor.com within the website www.lon- 
don2012.com. 

He said firms competing for contracts also 
needed to prove they are ‘fit to supply’ and 
meet requirements such as demonstrating 
their business credentials and policies. 

And Mr Toben recommended taking advan¬ 
tage of specialist advice from organisations 
such as Business Link, where advisers could 
not only ensure companies fulfilled mandato¬ 
ry requirements to bid for 2012 Games con¬ 
tracts, but also help on policies and planning 
to help companies differentiate themselves 
from their competitors. 

Tim Allen, MD of the M J Allen engineering 
group, based in Ashford, delivered the 
keynote address: A Manufacturer’s 


Experience of Public Sector Contracts, and 
urged local businesses to take advantage of 
the economic climate, where local and nation¬ 
al government was keen to buy in services 
and products, as research had shown out¬ 
sourcing generally saved up to 20 per cent. 

He also outlined the importance of explor¬ 
ing contract and tendering information via 
websites such as supply2.gov.uk - a key route 
for contracts valued at less than £100,000. 

He also valued the South East Business 
Portal, outlining opportunities with the 
region’s 74 local authorities and nine fire and 
rescue services. 

And he urged businesses to gain recognised 
status through such programmes as the 
Contractors’ Health and Safety Approval 
Scheme (CHAS) to simplify aspects of the 
tendering process. 


Dr Pal Kulandaivel, who organised the 
event for the university, said: “BIG promises 
to add real value to the local business commu¬ 
nity and the network is being built in associ¬ 
ation with a range of key local business 
organisations. 

“These include Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, Thames Gateway Chamber of 
Commerce, the Partnership for Profit 
Improvement, and South East Business 
Innovation and Growth. 

“We are planning a calendar of monthly 
meetings which will provide advice and infor¬ 
mation on such topics as bid writing, collabo¬ 
rative development projects, knowledge 
transfer partnerships and EU binding. 

“In addition, there will be special events 
focusing on specific sectors such as electronics 
and engineering.”

SPANISH-based banking giant Santander is 
closing its Alliance and Leicester call centre in 
Ashford, putting 128 jobs at risk.

Santander launched the promotion 
in mid-January, saying it wanted to 
strengthen relationships in commu¬ 
nities served by the relevant branch¬ 
es. “It’s part of Santander’s ongoing 
commitment to local communities, 
with over £5 million donated to good 
causes last year,” a spokeswoman 
said at the time. 

Unfortunately, the only communi¬ 
ties benefiting from Santander’s 
plans for the Alliance chain will be in 
the north of England, where it now 
wants to concentrate the business. 

The Ashford centre will close in 
June, having opened in 1985. It deals 
with customer calls on current and 
savings accounts and is one of the 
last major employers using Charter 
House. Mr Cotgrove said: “We urged 
Santander to use our skilled mem¬ 
bers as the core of a new long-term 


contact centre in Ashford. However, 
we have been unable to convince the 
bank to reverse its decision. We are 
now focusing on options to keep as 
many people in jobs as possible 
through redeployment or relocation.” 

A voluntary redundancy scheme 
has been launched for employees. 

A spokesman from Alliance and 
Leicester said: “Carlton Park in 
Leicester and Bootle in Merseyside 
are strategically important sites for 
us in the UK and as such ones that 
will be a focus for the consolidation of 
our operations. 

“All staff will be offered relocation 
or redeployment to other roles in the 
region. Santander has approximate¬ 
ly 90 vacancies in the South East. 

“This decision may lead to a num¬ 
ber of redundancies, where staff do 
not wish to relocate and redeploy¬ 


ment is not found, although it is 
hoped these will be voluntary. 

“There is never a good time to 
announce changes such as this and 
we are acutely aware of the uncer¬ 
tainty staff are facing. We thank 
them for their continued profession¬ 
alism and co-operation.” 

Dukelease Properties owns and 
manages Charter House, but 
declined to comment. Santander, 
founded in Spain in 1857, has grown 
rapidly across Europe in recent years 
and now claims to be the most effi¬ 
cient bank operating in the UK. 

It serves 25 million customers 
through two retail businesses here: 
the rebranded Santander, formed 
from the Abbey and Bradford and 
Bingley - acquired in 2004 and 2008 
respectively - and Alliance and 
Leicester.

Stores adopt waste 
food to fuel system

SUPERMARKET chain Waitrose 
has committed to a waste-food-to- 
fuel system for all of its 15 Kent 
food stores. 

The industry-leading measures, which col¬ 
lect and then convert leftover food into renew¬ 
able energy, has also won Waitrose - in part¬ 
nership with recycling expert Cawleys - a 
major green award from the Association For 
Organics Recycling (AFOR). 

Waitrose was the first UK food retailer to 
begin using anaerobic digestion in 2008 and, 
by May, more than half its stores will con¬ 
tribute waste food to feed the national grid - 
more than any other retailer. 

Micro-organisms break down the leftovers 
to produce a methane-rich biogas, allowing 
Waitrose to generate 400MWhr of electricity 
so far through anaerobic digestion - enough 
to boil almost eight million kettles. 

Apart from power generated though, anaer¬ 
obic digestion also eliminates the need to 
send waste to landfill sites where it leaks 
methane gas into the atmosphere and con¬ 
tributes to global warming. 

The retailer has also been prominent in

efforts to drive down waste elsewhere in the 
supermarket industry, through sustainable 
practices and reuseable and recyclable 
packaging. 

It says it has already diverted 50 per cent of 
its total operational waste away from landfill 


and anaerobic digestion will help it to a goal 
of 95 per cent by 2013. Waitrose recycling and 
waste manager Arthur Sayer said: “It’s not in 
our business interests to produce any waste 
at all. 

“Inevitably though, some food waste does 
occur and anaerobic digestion has proven to 
be a sustainable way of eliminating the need 
to send it to landfill, reducing our impact on 
the environment and creating renewable 
energy along the way. 

“This recognition comes at an exciting time 
as we extend anaerobic digestion to more of 
our shops.” 

Extension of the scheme to Kent is part of a 
new phase involving 66 stores and Cawleys 
MD Jon Cawley said it showed that Waitrose 
now treated food waste management as seri¬ 
ously as food sourcing. 

“Anaerobic digestion creates a positive cir¬ 
cle whereby food waste can be recycled back 
to fertiliser for the land, in a process which 
produces renewable energy, and avoids send¬ 
ing waste to landfill, where it can produce 
greenhouse gases.” 

The Kent stores due to join the anaerobic 
digestion scheme by May are the newly- 
opened Ashford, plus Bromley, Bromley 
South, Beckenham, Green Street Green, 
Ramsgate, Hythe, Dartford, Longfield, 
Allington Park, Tonbridge, Paddock Wood, 
Sevenoaks, Biggin Hill and Tenterden.

WASTE management and recycling 
group Countrystyle has expanded 
operations in Kent, with the help of 
investment promotion agency Locate 
in Kent. 

Countrystyle now has a new HQ in 
Lenham, near Maidstone, which 
includes a new ‘dry recycling’ facility 
for paper, cardboard and plastics. 

The firm has also completed new 
offices and a material recovery facili¬ 
ty (MRF) at its Ridham Dock site, 
near Sittingboume. 

This development also includes a 
hi-tech composting system, one of the 
first in Kent, recycling organic mate¬ 
rial into products for use in agricul¬ 


ture and landscaping. The company 
began as a family-run agricultural 
business in Pluckley, near Ashford, 
and launched composting services in 
1996 after noticing demand from the 
farming community. 

It has gone on to become a leader in 
alternatives to landfill, which still 
takes nearly half of England’s munic¬ 
ipal waste - 27 million tonnes in 
2009 according the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs. Recent changes in waste leg¬ 
islation have led Countrystyle to 
develop viable alternatives and the 
company aims to offer complete 
waste management and recycling, 


from one-off skip hire to handling 
large multinationals. Manager 
Caroline Mills said: “Our new site in 
Lenham, close to the M20, along with 
our sites in Sittingboume, Strood 
and Folkestone, ensure we can reach 
as many customers in the South East 
as possible.” 

The company recently submitted a 
planning application to Kent County 
Council for a biomass power plant at 
Ridham Dock. It is a joint venture 
with North Yorkshire-based clean 
energy specialist Bioflame, aiming to 
divert waste wood from landfill into 
generating electricity for more than 
6,300 homes. 
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■ MORE than 20 jobs at Kent pre¬ 
pared food company Good Food 2 Go 
have been saved by insolvency and turn¬

It was a fast rescue; Good Food 2 Go 
went into administration earlier this 
month due to rising food costs and falling 
demand.

SFP partner Simon Plant said: “For us 
to be able to save jobs in the current eco¬ 
nomic environment is a particularly posi¬ 
tive outcome for both the workforce and 
the customers of the business. 

“Unfortunately, four employees were 
made redundant due to unavoidable eco¬ 
nomic, technical and organisational issues, 
but 21 members of Good Food 2 Go’s work¬ 
force will remain in employment, transfer¬ 
ring their knowledge and skills to the new 
company”

Bonus taking the sting out of self-employed PPI 


THOUSANDS who opted out of ‘normal’ 
employment in order to work for themselves 
may be sitting on a bitter-sweet bonus. 

Payment Protection Insurance (PPI) reclaim 
specialist Total-Reclaim says it has seen an 
increase in people who haven’t just been mis- 
sold PPI policies when they’ve taken out loans 
or credit cards, but have also been left 
unaware that their policy becomes invalid 
when they become self-employed. But they can 
take steps to recover some of their cash. 

Daryl Vickers of Total-Reclaim said: “Anyone 
who is, or becomes, self-employed, retired, a 


student, works less than 16 hours a week, has 
certain medical conditions, a dangerous job or 
is in the Armed Forces should not be sold PPI 
or continue payments if their employment sta¬ 
tus changes and meets any of those criteria - 
they are unable to make any claim. 

“And yet banks and lenders continue to mis- 
sell PPIs, but also misinform, or fail to inform, 
people who have ongoing PPI policies. 

“When somebody moves out of full-time 
employment and becomes self-employed they 
will inevitably advise their bank because there 
will be a change in their finances. 


“The problem is the lenders have not been 
telling those people their PPI becomes invalid, 
but have nevertheless continued taking PPI 
policy payments against insurance that would 
never be paid out so long as they are self- 
employed. People who become self-employed 
may believe their loan payments are covered 
by PPI should they lose their income. They’re 
not - but they’re still paying premiums.” 

In cases where PPI has been mis-sold, Total- 
Reclaim says it can help people recover some 
of their funds. The average refund and com¬ 
pensation is £1,800.

Scrappage’s crushing blow 


CRUSHERS have been working flat out for 
nearly a year on cars surrendered under the 
Government-sponsored Scrappage scheme. 

The arrangement allows owners of cars 
older than 10 years to scrap their ‘banger’ in 
return for a £2,000 grant towards a new 
replacement. 

The scheme - due to end on March 31 - 
has been trumpeted as a major success for 
the Government, by saving jobs in the 
motor industry and retail trade and 
removing 370,000 older cars from the 
environment. 

But the verdict was challenged this week 
by an experienced car auctioneer, who high¬ 
lighted knock-on effects: a shortage of qual¬ 
ity used cars and a dearth of affordable age¬ 
ing runabouts for newly qualified and first¬ 
time drivers. 

Jon Chapman, of Hobbs Parker Car 
Auctions in Ashford, said Scrappage may 
have enjoyed an above average take up in 
Kent and the South East, but added: “Many 
highly serviceable small cars, perhaps 
belonging to one careful elderly owner, have 
ended up on the scrap heap instead of being 
available to a new owner for a few more 
years’ good service.” 

The result is soaring prices at Hobbs 
Parker’s twice-weekly auctions, with cer¬ 
tain models up by 15 per cent and some as 
much as 25 per cent. Auction stock is also 
more likely to sell than before, with about 
70 per cent now sold on the day. 

“This is the first time in years I’ve wit¬ 
nessed such an unprecedented and sus¬ 
tained growth in prices,” said Mr Chapman, 
adding that smaller, older cars were become 
hard to source. 

And four-wheel-drive vehicles have 
become popular again too, after falling out 
of favour as alleged ‘gas guzzlers’. 

One Hobbs Parker customer was delight¬ 
ed to learn recently that his Land Rover 
Discovery, bought at auction just 18 months 
ago, was worth more than he paid for it.

Canada, with the 
hosts also taking the 
silver medal. 

The 11th place was a 
significant achievement 
for Thomas, who only 
took up bobsleigh three 
years ago after switch¬ 
ing from sprinting. 

Writing on their blog, the 
pair were pleased with their 
efforts: “Three years of hard 


work and now the Olympic Games are over 
for us, with a credible result of 11th - only 
0.05 sec off 10th place. 

“When we hit the Olympic 
target set by the British 
Olympic Association, we 
were overjoyed - just get¬ 
ting there was against all 
the odds.

After the clubs agreed to 
make changes at the start of this season, England 
Hockey confirmed the dates of the new play-offs 
this week. Now only the league winner will get 
automatic qualification, with the other place 
decided by a series of post-season games between 
the top five sides. 

Before this weekend’s round of games, 
Canterbury ladies were fifth in the table, which 
would be enough to see them qualify in the new 
system. 

Jennings is pleased with the new format, which 
he believes will add excitement to the regular 
season. 

He said: “It’s a good thing. Sometimes teams do 
run away with it at the top - Leicester are annihi¬ 
lating the league this year. From a personal point 
of view we’re fighting for fourth or fifth with four 
teams, so it certainly keeps the competition alive. 

“It doesn’t devalue the league competition, as long 
as you’re getting a European reward for winning 
the league, which they are, then that’s great. They 
can then go to the play-offs and reaffirm they’re the 
best, but if you don’t win you’re still in Europe.” 

The Polo Farm boss did express a query as to 
why there is a four-week gap between the end of 
the regular season and the start of the play-offs 
on April 24. While it could cause problems keep¬ 
ing squads sharp, England Hockey confirmed the 
scheduling was to accommodate Easter and the 
GB Super League.

In the first of a three-part series looking back at 
ex-Formula One champion John Surtees’ 
career, TOM HOWARD talks to Edenbridge’s 
motorsport legend about his early years 



W ITH his father a 
British sidecar cham¬ 
pion before the out¬ 
break of World War 
Two, John Surtees always had 
racing in the blood. 

John senior helped train motorcycle dis¬ 
patch riders during the war, and moved the 
family from their bomb-damaged Croydon 
home to Catterick in North Yorkshire. 

It was while his father was working that 
John Jr’s obsession with motorcycles began. 
A young Surtees, who was bom in Tatsfield, 
near Westerham, would help prepare his 
dad’s Norton motorcycle, while his father 
trained riders. 

Towards the end of the war, the Surtees 
family returned to the South East to a coun¬ 
cil house near their old Croydon home. He 
then helped his father in the family busi¬ 
ness, working on bikes. 

John Sr continued to race all over the 
country and it was a trip to Trent Park in 
London, which led to his son’s racing debut. 
Surtees’ father was due to take part in a 
speed trial in his sidecar, but his passenger 
failed to turn up, so his son, aged 14, stepped 
into the breach. They won the event but 
were disqualified as Surtees junior was too 
young to compete. 

J ohn Jr was a talented footballer and 
even had trials with Crystal Palace 
before he became completely hooked 
on motorcycle racing. He rode his first 
bike at 13 round the spectator path at 
Brands Hatch and was instantly obsessed 
with racing. He then entered his first race 
aged 15 at a grass track in Luton, enjoying 
mixed results. 

He said: “I think the thing I learned the 
most was how to fall off. It was very wet and 
I must have fallen off at every comer. 

“Afterwards my father said ‘I think the 
bike is a bit too big for you lad’, so we went 
back and we managed to get hold of little 
Triumph road bike. I paid for it with my 
money earned from work and I was given a 
shed to keep it in and prepare it for races.” 

After a number of grass track outings, he 
entered the Triumph into the very first road 
race at Brands Hatch in 1950, alongside now 
Formula One supremo Bemie Ecclestone. 


Surtees said: “It went well and I got to the 
final of the 250cc race. For a moment I took 
the lead, but the only problem was I wasn’t 
with my bike. It had started raining and at 
the bottom of Paddock Hill I overdid it.” 

His first real break in motorcycle racing 
came when he joined famous British man¬ 
ufacturer Vincent on an engineering 
apprenticeship. While working there he 
purchased a development bike and his rac¬ 
ing career took off. 

It didn’t take long for the young rider to 
turn heads, achieving his first win at 
Aberdare Park in Wales in August 1950. 

A British title race at Thruxton in 
Hampshire in 1951 catapulted him into the 
limelight, when he put up a strong challenge 
against world champion Geoff Duke, only to 
crash out of the race. He also enjoyed battles 
with ‘King of Brands’ Derek Minter from 
Canterbury. 

A move to the Norton works team fol¬ 
lowed after he beat Duke in three 
consecutive races in 1954 and he 
entered the World Championship 
for the first time. However, he found it hard 
to keep up with the bikes from the 
Continent. After two years with Norton, 
which saw him secure three podiums, 
including his first win at Ulster, he joined 
Italian marque MV Agusta. 

“They had a tough time when I joined 
them as they lost their best rider in a crash 
on the Isle of Man and their next best rider 
was killed in the following race,” he said. 

“They had never had any success, so in a 
way I had to develop my world championship 
career around a team who were rebuilding 
themselves. It was interesting and over the 
years we made the bike very good.” 

In his first season with MV Agusta in 1956 
he became world 500cc champion, winning 
three races including the notorious Isle of 
Man TT. More success followed as he domi¬ 
nated the world championship from 1958- 
1960, securing six world titles and winning 
32 of 39 races. 

“I have to say, looking back it was a veiy 
satisfying time to be racing,” he said. “Money 
was important back then and possibly more 
than today. There was a stage in the early 
days where if I didn’t win the race, I couldn’t 
afford to go to the next one.” 

During the most successful period of his 


motorcycle career, he became the first man 
to win three consecutive Isle of Man TT’s. 
Looking back on the notoriously dangerous 
event, he recalls not being aware of the scale 
of his achievement. 

He said: “The Isle of Man requires a differ¬ 
ent mentality of racing - it’s not a place to 
treat with disrespect. You had to do it as it 
was part of the world championship season.” 

His motorcycle career came to an end in 
1960 when a dispute arose over his 


contract with MV Agusta and he moved on 
to racing cars. 

After a couple of outings in a Cooper 
Formula Junior car, a successful career on 
four wheels ensued.

Kent U18s in bid for 
second final in a row 

KENT’S under-18s have the chance to reach 
back-to-back FA County Youth Cup finals for 
the first time in their history when they face 
Liverpool today.

GILLINGHAM captain Barry 
Fuller is still reeling from the 
news he will miss a chunk of 
the club’s crucial run-in to the 
end of the season after suffering a 
broken arm in the midweek draw 
against Leyton Orient. 

The 25-year-old broke a bone in his left 
forearm and while X-rays revealed a clean 
break, the full-back had to wait until he saw 
a specialist - after Kent on Sunday went to 
press - before knowing how long it will keep 
him on the sidelines. 

Gillingham were not ruling out the possi¬ 
bility of surgery beforehand, which would 
jeopardise Fuller’s chances of returning 
again this season. 

The club will look into the possibility of 
Fuller returning with a light cast before 
the break completely heals, but even in 
the best-case scenario he is likely to miss 


most of the final 12 games of the season. 

Fuller, who has played in every league 
game this season, said: “It’s disappointing 
because there’s only nine or 10 weeks left. 
I’m probably going to miss half that or 
maybe more. 

“It’s really gutting to get this, especially 
when it seemed like a nothing challenge. 
I went to play the ball down the line and 
their centre-forward went to block me, as 
he raised his leg his knee smashed into my 
forearm. 

Crack 

“I thought I heard it crack but I tried to 
play on. When I was running it didn’t feel 
right, it felt floppy. I was trying to convince 
myself it wasn’t broken. I played on for 
about five minutes but then I had to let the 
physio know.” 

It is not the first time Fuller has suffered 
bad luck. His X-rays were done at William 
Harvey Hospital in Ashford, where he 
spent four days last January hooked up to 
an oxygen tank after being diagnosed with 
severe bacterial pneumonia. 


The previous season he missed the last 
month of the campaign after undergoing 
surgery to correct fingers badly broken while 
playing against Millwall. 

Fuller has been one of the side’s most con¬ 
sistent performers this season and will be 
missed at a crucial stage of the season. Gills 
boss Mark Stimson, who made Danny 
Jackman interim captain, admitted it was a 
blow to lose his skipper’s influence. 

He said: “He’s someone who’s got a passion 
and desire. If you see him in training, he’s 
the best. He gives it absolutely everything 
because he knows he has to do that to play 
at this level.” 

The Ashford-born defender’s frustration 
has been tempered with the agreement of 
a new two-year contract. Fuller’s deal 
expires this summer, but terms have been 
agreed on a renewal, which is unaffected 
by the injury. 

Stimson said: “We’ve already spoken to 
Barry in the last two weeks and I think the 
deal’s already been done while the chair¬ 
man’s been over. This won’t stay in the way 
of that.” 


Ownership strategy 
vital to Fleet future 


EBBSFLEET United have reached a cross¬ 
roads in their history as bosses decide 
whether to persist with the MyFootballClub 
ownership strategy or look for new ways to 
take the club forward, writes Steve Tervet. 

Following last Friday’s renewal cut-off date 
for subscriptions to the MyFC website, mem¬ 
bership levels have dropped significantly and 
the £300,000 needed to secure Liam Daish’s 
playing squad for next season is unlikely to 
be raised by renewals alone. 

The Fleet manager was shorn of almost his 
entire squad at the end of last season, with 
Lance Cronin and Darius Charles the only 
senior players to remain at the club. 

However, the financial picture is even 
bleaker now and with no players under con¬ 
tract beyond April, Daish’s minute budget 
would result in every player departing 
Stonebridge Road. 

He said: “Good players are at a premium 
and when you have them, you have to make 
sure you keep them. You can’t just keep pro¬ 
ducing football teams to keep this club in a 
national division, a division which is getting 
stronger - it’s a great league. 


“I’ve built two or three teams during my 
time here but it gets harder and harder. We 
have got to learn from what happened last 
year, but if something doesn’t change it will 
happen again.” 

On the pitch, Ebbsfleet have surged up 
the Blue Square Premier table since 
December and are well-set to avoid relega¬ 
tion, although the season’s footballing suc¬ 
cesses are likely to be overshadowed by 
their off-field worries. 

Vice-chairman Roly Edwards admitted 
the MyFC story may have run its course, 
having seen membership levels drop from 
an initial 30,000 in 2008 to less than 5,000 
members. 

“I think we have to say that,” he said. “At 
the end of the day, these numbers can only 
take us so far. I want the club to maintain its 
status [at this level] but not everybody sees it 
the same way. 

“It was marvellous when it first came along 
but there have been issues over the past year 
or two and I don’t think MyFC ever quite got 
it right. The excitement has waned and we 
seem to have been found wanting.”

A FTER dedicating my life 
to being the best I could 
be in both the Army and 
as an athlete, it’s time to 
focus my attention on 
achieving another goal. 

I achieved so much in the Army in becom¬ 
ing a physical training instructor and then 
went on to become a double gold Olympic 
champion in athletics, so to not have some¬ 
thing now as a goal in life is just not me. 

I can only see my life being fulfilled if I 
can say there’s something else I have 
achieved, that I have perhaps started from 
scratch. 

That, as far as I can see, will have to be in 
the business world because there isn’t any¬ 
thing else for me to do. It’s not like I am 
going to go into another sport and be an 
Olympic champion, unfortunately, because 
the wheels on the body aren’t going to let 
that happen. 

What I can tell you is that I have start¬ 
ed making moves on how I can create, in a 
sense, my own business or a brand. 

People will always know me for win¬ 
ning two gold medals, but if that’s all 
they know about me in five years time, 
that doesn’t move me on as a person and 
make me feel as though I have achieved 
something. 

I have had to learn, from scratch, new 
business skills as I look to build my own 
brand and that is something I am working 
hard on right now. 

There are opportunities to branch out 
into the fitness industry in terms of 
developing equipment, products and 
clothing lines, so there are plenty of 
exciting challenges ahead. 

All I can say at the moment though, is 
watch this space and let’s see in five years 
time where this new venture has got me. 

In my last column I wrote about this 
year’s Commonwealth Games at Delhi in 
India and how some athletes have voiced 
their concerns about attending. Well, I’m 
disappointed to say that hasn’t abated and, 
for some reason, a few athletes have said 
they don’t want to compete because of secu¬ 
rity concerns. 

As president of the England team, I get 
regular reports from our security team 
out in Delhi and we haven’t had one sin¬ 
gle report to suggest we should be pulling 
out at this stage. 

As far as we are concerned the Games are 
going ahead and we will be sending an 
England team out there. It’s only if our 
security guys come back and tell us that 
there is a genuine threat to our athletes 
then that would of course be a reason to 
pull out, but there has been nothing coming 
back to suggest that. 

It would also become a political issue if we 
pulled out and it would have an effect on us 
as a nation for the 2012 Olympic Games. 


I t was pleasing to see middle distance 
runner Jenny Meadows win at the UK 
Indoor Grand Prix in Birmingham last 
weekend -1 think she is a real prospect 
for the world indoor title next month. 

I was among the crowd watching her take 
my British indoor record for the 800-metres, 
and I really think it’s great she broke it. 

People have asked ‘what do you think 
about your record being broken’ and my 
answer to that is: I wouldn’t be mentoring 
45 middle distance junior athletes if I didn’t 
think records could be broken. 

For me, it’s just great to see a British ath¬ 
lete displaying the ability to be the best in 
the world. The record was attainable and 
she is now showing she is capable of doing 
well at the World Indoor Championships 
and we need that for the sport. 

If we don’t have people producing good 
results and being consistent, our sport 


isn’t going to move forward and we’ll be 
in big trouble. 

She has the ability to win gold and is at a 
really good standard. All she needs to do 
now is think about her tactics and that’s 
what it will be down to on that last lap. 

I definitely think she will get a medal and 
that would be great for middle distance 
running in this country. 

I would also like to say good luck to all the 
runners taking part in the Tunbridge Wells 
half-marathon today. 

I will be there to start the race and look 
forward to meeting you all. A special good 
luck to those running for my charity, the 
Dame Kelly Holmes Legacy Trust. Let’s 
hope the weather holds out.

Injured Dobriskey in no rush to return

LISA Dobriskey is unlikely to 
compete again until the outdoor 
track season begins in May after 
pulling out of the Grand Prix in 
Birmingham last weekend. 

The 26-year-old was hoping to run 
at the World Indoor Championships 
in Doha in March. 

After missing the national trials 
in Sheffield earlier this month with 
a back injury, the Grand Prix was 
Dobriskey’s last chance to prove her 
fitness to Great Britain selectors. 

Despite injections helping the 
1500-metre runner to overcome the 
back problem, with just one compet¬ 
itive run indoors this winter she 


was reluctant to rush back too 
quickly. 

She said: “I didn’t want to put 
myself in that environment and 
race under pressure if I didn’t feel I 
was quite ready or had any indica¬ 
tion to suggest I was ready. 

“I picked up a bit of a cold last 
week as well, the odds just seemed 
completely against it, so we aban¬ 
doned that idea. It could’ve gone a 
bit wrong.” 

She is now focused on peaking in 


time for the European Athletics 
Championships in July, the highlight 
of the 2010 season. 

Dobriskey, from Ashford, will pre¬ 
pare for the outdoor season with 
speed work in Portugal, followed by 
a month of altitude training in 
France later in the spring. 

Winter training can have a signif¬ 
icant bearing on how athletes per¬ 
form during the all-important out¬ 
door championships in the summer. 

Although by her own admission 


the last few months have been 
interrupted by niggles, the Kent 
athlete is content with her fitness. 

She said: “When I look back to last 
year I don’t even think I was run¬ 
ning at this time, so I’m quite happy 
with how things are going. 

“It’s just been a bit disruptive here 
and there, nobody ever has a perfect 
winter, you always miss the odd 
week with a cold or something, so 
I’m reasonably happy with how 
things have gone.” 
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ADAM Miller has his sights on 
proving the boo boys wrong and 
earning himself a new Gill¬ 
ingham contract after returning 
from exile to enjoy a run back in 
the first team. 

The 28-year-old’s time at Gillingham 
appeared to be over in the autumn when, 
after a spell out of the side, he moved on 
loan to Dagenham & Redbridge. While at 
the League Two club he went public to say 
he felt his time at Priestfield was over and 
made it clear he wanted to make his loan 
move permanent. 

The transfer never materialised and 
after a poor run of results, Gills boss Mark 
Stimson handed the midfielder his chance 
back in the side. 

Miller is now looking to secure a new 
deal, something he never thought would 
have happened a couple of months ago. 

“It doesn’t take a brain surgeon to work 
it out,” he said. “I was on the bench, coming 
on every now and then, when I wasn’t even 
on the bench, I was in the stands, I wasn’t 
travelling to away games with the squad. 

“When I did the interview it was how I 
felt at the time and if you asked anyone at 
the time if my time at the club was done, 
they would have said yes. 

“The way I’m looking at it now, I’m play¬ 
ing for a contract. I’d love to stay on and do 
better with Gillingham, I’ve never said 
anything different.” 

Stimson turned to Miller earlier this 
month when the season was at its lowest 
ebb. The Gills boss was facing growing 
discontent on the terraces, which reached 
its most vociferous during a defeat at home 
to Tranmere Rovers. 

Miller has always divided opinion among 
the Gills fans, but he felt the full force of 
their wrath as he was brought on as a sub¬ 
stitute. 

He said: “I’m a big boy, I know there’s 
people out there who don’t like me, it’s not

a problem, that’s their opinion. Don’t get 
me wrong, I think it’s poor you treat one of 
your players like that - what if I’d come on 
and scored the equaliser? 

‘Would they have sat in their seat or 
jump up -1 bet they would’ve jumped. 

“In a weird kind of way I quite liked it 
because as a player you want the attention 
on yourself - good or bad - so it was the 
best thing they could’ve done for me. 

“I was laughing inside and thinking ‘wow, 
these people really don’t like me’.”

Oddly, the lowest point for Miller was not 
getting booed by thousands of supporters. 

It came in January when it was suggest¬ 
ed the remaining six months of his contract 
could be settled, allowing him to become a 
free agent. 


The thought of leaving under a cloud did 
not appeal. 

He said: “I didn’t want to be paid as a 
professional footballer to sit in the stands 
every Saturday, I want to play and earn my 
money. It was a dent to your pride, I wasn’t 
wanted so it felt like my only option. 

“It’s why I pushed it away. 

“I think there is a change in attitude. I 
had a good chat with the gaffer. 

“Since I’ve come back I’ve felt a total 
freshness about it, maybe there was a bit of 
hostility there between everyone, ups and 
downs, being in and out the team, maybe it 
was what was needed. 

“The gaffer did always say he’d never 
shut the door on me and to be fair he’s 
stayed true to his word. I’m so grateful I 
want to take it with both hands and achieve 
something by staying up in a great league.”

The former Wasps and England captain 
arrived at Folkestone Rugby Club’s New 
Burlington Road ground at the head of the 
Cycle Slam peleton after pedalling for 12 
days through the hills of Italy and France, 
attempting to raise £1 million for Sport 
Relief and the Dallaglio Foundation. 

The 37-year-old, who turned out for 
England 85 times, set up the foundation in 
support of Cancer Research UK following 
the recent death of his mother, Eileen. 

Having braved heavy snow and driving 
rain on the journey across Europe, the for¬ 


mer flanker admitted he was delighted to 
be back on British soil. 

He said: “It’s been an epic journey - we’ve 
had every conceivable weather that could 
have been thrown at us, but the enthusi¬ 
asm and the energy of the group has been 
fantastic. 

“I’m not really built for cycling so it’s been 
tough, especially the hills. 

‘We’ve been doing up to 200km a day, 
but it’s also been very enjoyable and 
rewarding.” 

The peleton spent Thursday evening in 
Maidstone before cycling on to London for 
England’s Six Nations clash against 
Ireland at Twickenham yesterday.
